Johnson of Nez Perce, who was absent when the House organized, 
then came forward and was sworn in by the Speaker 


Reports of Committees. 

Committee appointed to wait upon the Governor reported that they 
had performed that duty and that the Governor would appear before 
the House with his message at 2 p. m today 

Committee report was accepted and committee discharged. 

Committee appointed to notify the Senate that the House was fully 
organized reported that they had performed that duty. 

Report accepted and the committee discharged 


Report on Selecting Seats. 
Committee on the selection of seats for members reported the follow- 
ing method of selection. 
We recommend that all seats be first vacated, that all civil war 
veterans be allowed their choice. That if there be any members 
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whose hearing is defective that they then be allowed their choice, 
and that all other members then make selection, that the names of 
those remaining be written on slips of paper and placed by the Chief 
Clerk in a box and drawn one by one, the selection of seats to be 
made as names are drawn 
ALBERT H FEATHERSTONE, 
M W SMITH 
Kirby of Boise moved a minority report to place all names in box, 
draw ‘them. one by one and make selection of seats as the names 
were drawn Seconded by Morgan of Latah 
Sanborn moved as a substitute motion that the majority report be 
adopted Lost All minority motions were then withdrawn and it 
was moved by Davis and seconded by Berry that the original report 
be adopted 
Morgan moved to amend the majority report, giving choice of seats 
to old soldiers and deaf persons, but all other names to be put in a 
box and drawn and selection be made as names are called 
Motion duly seconded and carried 
The drawing of seats then took plate 


Committee on Printing.

Moved by Featherstone and seconded by Crow that the Speaker 
be authorized to select a secretary for himself and that the com- 
pensation of the secretary selected be fixed at five ($560) dollars 
per day Carried 

The Speaker then appointed Mrs Lucille Walker as his secretary 

Mrs. Walker was sworn in by the Speaker . 

Moved by Morgan that the House adjourn until 1 55 this afternoon 
Carried ` 

Afternoon Session, Second Day. 

Mr Speaker in the chair. 

Roll call showed all members present except Johnston of Bingham, 
who was excused 

A message from the Senate announced that the House Joint Resoiu- 
tion No. 1 by Davis had been adopted by the Senate. 

Committee appointed to ask the Senate to sit in joint session with 
the House during the reading of the Governor's message reported, 
through Edgington, that they had performed the duty assigned them. 

On motion committee was discharged 

The Sergeant-at-Arms was instructed to notify the Senate that 
the House was ready to receive them. The Senate was admitted, 
whereupon the Legislature went into joint session: 
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Joint Session. 

The rol call of the Senate showed all members present, except Sen- 
ator Gooding, excused, and Senator Pugmire, absent. Joint roll call 
showed all members present except Senators Gooding and Pugmire 
and Representative Johnston of Bingham. 

The message from the Governor was then read by Chief Clerk 
Wallis of the House and Secretary Dempster of the Senate. 

After the reading of the message it was moved by Senator Macbeth 
of Custer County, seconded by Representative Morgan of Latah 
County, that 5,000 copies of the message be printed for use of the 
Legislature. Motion carried. 

Moved by Senator Haight, and seconded by Senator Coates, that 
the Joint Session be now dissolved. Motion carried. 

Moved and seconded that the House adjourn until tomorrow morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock a. m. Motion carried.

Call to Order. 

Rule 1. The Speaker shall take the Chair at the time to which

Reading of the Journal. 
Rule 2 Upon the appearance of a quorum the Journal of the 
preceding day shall be read ‘by the Clerk and any mistakes therein 
shall be corrected by the House 


Call of the House. 

Rule 3 One-third of the members present may order a call of 
the House and cause absent members to be sent for, but a call must 
not he made after voting has commenced. A call being moved, the 
Speaker shall require those desiring the “call” to rise, and if one- 
third of the members shall rise, the call shall be ordered. 

The call being ordered, the Sergeant-at-Arms shall close the door 
and no member shall be ‘allowed to leave the room except by unani- 
mous consent. 

The Clerk shall call the 101l and furnish the Sergeant-at-Arms with 
a list of those members who are absent without leave, and that officer 
shall proceed forthwith to find and bring in such absentees 

While the House is under call, no business shall be transacted ex- 
cept to receive and act upon the report of the Sergeant-at-Arms And 
no motion shall be in order except a motion to suspend further pro- 
ceedings under the call, which shall require a majority of the mem- 
bers present. z 

Upon the report of the Sergeant-at-Arms, showing that ali the 
members who were absent without leave, naming them, are present, 
the call shall be at an end and the doors shall be opened and the busi- 
ness or motion pending at the time the call was made shall be pro- 
ceeded with. 2 


Decorum. — 
Rule 4. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum and decide 
questions of order, subject to an appeal te the House. 
Speaker Votes. 
Rule 6 The Speaker may vote upon all questions taken by ayes 
and nays (except on appeals from his decision). 
Decorum at Adjournment. 
Rule 6. When the House adjourns the members shall keep their 
seats until the Speaker announces the adjournment. 
Obtaining Floor, 
Rule 7 Every member, previous to his speaking, shall rise from 
his seat and respectfully address the Speaker, and remain standing 
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in his place before proceeding to speak until he is recognized by the 
Chair, 


Right to Open and Close Debate. 

Rule 8. When two or more members shall rise at once the Chair 
shall designate the member who is first to speak, but in all cages 
the member making the motion or the chairman of the committee 
making the report which is under consideration, shall have the privi- 
lege of opening and closing the debate thereon. 

Limitation on Debate. 

Rule 9. No member shall speak more than twice on the same sub- 
ject, nor shall any member occupy the floor for longer than one hour 
at a time without leave of the House, nor shall any member speak 
more than once, except for explanation, until every member choosing 
to speak on the subject shall have spoken. 

Motions, Submission Of. 

Rule 10. No motion shall be debated or put unless the same be 
Seconded. It shall be stated by the Speaker before the debate, and 
any such motion or any amendment shall be reduced to writing if 
the Speaker or any member desires it. 

Withdrawal of Motions, 

Rule 11. After a motion shall have been stated by the Speaker, 
it shall be deemed to be in the possession of the House but may be 
withdrawn at any time by the consent cf the House before amendment 
er decision; but all motions, resolution and amendments shall be en- 
tered upon the Journal, whether rejected or adopted. 

Privileged Questions, Precedence Of. 

Rule 12. When a question is under debate no motion shall be re- 
ceived but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, 
to postpone to a day certain, to commit, ta amend, to postpone in- 
definitely, which several motions shall have precedence in the order 
which they stand arranged. 


To Adjourn. 
Rule 13. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except 
when a member is addressing the Chair or a vote is being taken, or 
when the House is under call, as provided in Rule 3. 


} Previous Questions. 

Rule 14. Upon a motion for the previous question being ordered 
by a majority of the members present, if a quorum, the effect shall 
be to cut off debate and bring the House to a direct vote upon the 
pending question. It shall be in order, pending the motion for, or 
after the previous question shall have been ordered on its passage, 
for the Speaker to entertain and submit a motion to commit, with 
or without instructions, ta a standing or select committee, 


Negative Vote on Previous Questions. 
Rule 15. When the previous question is decided in the negative, 
it shaH leave the main question under debate for the residue of the 
sitting, unless sooner disposed of. 


of Order Undehbatable. 

Rule 16. All incidental questions of order arising after a motion 
is made for the previous question during the pending of such motion, 
or after the House shall have determined that the main question shall 
be put, shall be decided, whether an appeal or otherwise, without de- 
bate. 

Petitions, Memorials, Etc. 

Rule 17. Petitions, memorials and other papers addressed to the 

House shall be presented by the Speaker. Et, 
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Members Must Vote. 
Rule 18. Every member present within the bar of the House shall 
vote on any question put, unless excused by the House. 


Courtesy. 

Rule 19 When the Speaker is putting the question no member 
shall walk out or across the hall, nor leave during the roll call; nor 
when a member is speaking shall any person entertain any private 
discourse or pass between him and the Chair. 


* Division of Question. - 
Rule 20. If a question in debate contains several points the House 
may order the same divided. 


Questions of Order. 

Rule 21 A member called to order shall immediately sit down, 
unless permitted to explain, and the House, if appealed to, shall de- 
cide the case, 

If there be no appeal, the decision of the Chair shall prevail. On 
an appeal no member shall speak more than twice without leave of the 
House, nor more than ten minutes at a time 

When a member is called to order for offensive language there shall 
be no debate. 


Introduction of Bills, 
Rule 22 Every bill and Joint resolution shall be introduced upon 
the report of the committee, or on a call for bill and joint resolutions, 
or by a motion for leave. 


Bills in Duplicate—Printing Of. 

Rule 28. All bills, concurrent resolutions and joint memorials in- 
troduced, either by a member, or a committee, shall be in duplicate, 
one copy of which shall have endorsed thereon the word “Or.ginal’ 
and shall be retained by the House. The duplicate thereof shall have 
endorsed thereon the word “Copy” and the same shall be sent to the 
printer and his receipt taken therefor, which bill must_be returned 
to the Printing Committee at the time the printed bill is delivered 
to the House. 

Endorsement of Bills, Entered on the Journal. 

Rule 24. Every bill before being introduced shall have endorsed 
thereon the title of the same and every bill, concurrent resolution or 
joint memorial shall have thereon the name of the members introduc- 
ing it, and when introduced by a committee, the name of such com- 
mittee shall be endorsed thereon. The number, author and title of 
all bills, concurrent resolutions and joint memorials shall be entered on 
the Journal, 

Amendments Underscored. 

Rule 25. When any amendment introduced into this House in- 
tended to amend any part or parts of a printed bill shall have passed, 
such amendment when engrossed prior to third reading and final 
passage, shall be underlined or underscored, so that the new and 
amendatory matter shall be easily discerned, 

Amendatory Bills. 

Rule 26. All bills introduced into this House which are intended to 
amend existing statutes, shall have the words which are amendatory 
to such statute underlined, or underscored. Where a bill in introduced 
by way of amendment, to strike out any part of an existing statute, 
space with stars therein shall be provided in the printed bill. 


Bills to Become Law. 
Rule 27. No law shall be passed except by a bill, nor shall any 
bill be put upon its final passage until the same, with amendments 
thereto, shall have been printed for the use of the members, nor 
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shall any bill become a law unless. the same shall have been read on 
three several days, and if amended, the bill as amended shall be read 
on three several days in the House, previous to the final vote thereon: 
Provided, 

Urgency. 

In case of urgency, two-thirds of the House may, upon a vote of 
ayes and nays, dispense with this provision. On the final passage of 
all bills, they shall be read at length, section by section, and the vote 
shall be by ayes and nays upon each bill separately, and shall be 
entered upon the Journal, and no bill shall become 2 law without the 
concurrence of the members present 


Reference of Bills. 

Rule 28. All bills, memorials, orders and resolution< requiring the 
approval of the Governor shall, immediately after the introduction 
thereof, be referred by the Speaker to the Printing Committee and 
ordered printed. When such bill, memorial, order or resulution shall 
have been reported by safd committee, as correctly printed, it shall 
after the second reading thereof, be referred by the Speaker to its 
appropriate committee, unless otherwise ordered by the Haver 

If the same shall then be reported without amendment (t shall 
pass to the third reading unless otherwise ordered; if with amend- 
ment, it shall go to a Committee of the Whole House. 


Engrossment of Bills, 

Rule 29. All bills shall be properly engrossed in long hand before 
their final passage. 

: Bills. 

Rule 30. The question after consideration in committee of the 
whole of a. bill or other paper originating in the House shall be: 
“Shall it be ordered and engrossed and passed to a third reading?“ 
And upon cyery such bill or paper originating in the Senate: Shall 
lt be read a third time?” 


No Amendments on Third Reading. 
Rule 31. No amendments shall be received on third reading, but 
all brils and resolutions may be recommitted at any time previous to 
their passage, 


Amendments Must Be Germane. 

Rule 32. No motion or proposition on a subject different from 
that under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 
No bill or resolution shall at any time be amended by annexing there - 
to or incorporating therewith any other bill or resolution pending be- 
fore the House. 


Chairman of Committee of Whole. 
Rule 33. In forming the Committee of the Whole House the 
Speaker shall appoint a chairman to preside. 


Proceedure in Committee of the Whole. 

Rule 34. (1) Unless the committee shall otherwise order, bills com- 
mitted to the Committee of the Whole shall be first read through, and 
then read by sections and clauses, leaving the title to be last con- 
sidered. When general debate is closed by order of the committee 
any member shall be allowed five minutes to explain, any amendment 
that he may offer, after which the member who shall first obtain the 
floor shall be allowed to speak five minutes in opposition to it, and 
there shall be no further debate thereon; but the same privilege of 
debate shall be allowed in favor of and against any amendment that 
may be offered to an amendment, and neither an amendment. nor an 
amendment to an amendment shall be withdrawn by the mover there- 
of unless by unanimous consent of the committee.

(5) Phe metion to stizke ou the enacting clause shall not be made 
until after the first seciion or ‘clause of the bill has been read for 
Amendment, and is debatable five minutes on either side 


Bills Changed by Senate. 

Rule 33. Any House Pill which passes the House and is materially 
changed ty amendment by the Senate and then sent back fo the 
House, must go through the same procedure as to reading and final 
vote as if it Kere an original bill Note: Cohn vs Kingsley, 5 Ida- 
ho, 428. 

Filling Blanks. 

Rule 36. (1) AN questions, whether jn committee, or in the 
House, shallebe put in the order they are moved, except in the case 
of privileged questions, and in filling of blanks, the largest sum and 
longest time shall be put first. 


Appropriation Bills. 

(2) Upon the mtroduction of all appropriation bills, containing 
more than one item or appropriation, the item or appropriation call- 
ing for the largest sum shall be placed first, and the other items 
following in a diminishing scale, the smallest being placed last, in 
which order they shall be considered by the House or Committee of 
the Whole if consideration be given to particular items. 


Senate Bills,

out any demand. 
Reports of Committees. 

Rule 55. In case all of the members of any committee are required 
or entitled to report on any subject referred to them, and can not 
agree upon any report, the majority and minority may each make 
a special report, and any member dissenting in whole or in part from 
the reasoning and conclusions of both majority and minority may 
also present the House a statement of his reasonings and conclusions, 
and all reports, if decorous in language and respectful to the House, 
shall be entered at length on the Journal.

Time Limit for Reporting Bills. 

After the forty-fifth day of the session, any bill, resolution or 
memorial must be reported forthwith out of the committee to which 
it has been referred, with or without recommendation, upon the re- 
quest of any member. 

Smoking. 

Rule 57. No smoking shall be allowed in the Representative 

Chamber, or gallery. 
~ “Clerk Not to Be Annoyed. 

Rule 58. No member or any person shall remain by the Clerk’s 

desk when the ayes and nays are being polled. 
Galeries. 

Rule 59, In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the 
lobby or gallery, the Speaker or the Chairman of the Committee of 
the Whole shall have power to order the same to be cleared, 

Leave of Absence. 

Rule 60. No member or officer of the House, unless from illness, or 
other cause, he be unable to attend, shall absent himself from the 
sessions of the House during the entire day without first having ob- 
tained leave of absence, and no one shall be entitled to draw pay 
while absent more than one day without leave 

Chief Clerk Custodian of Papers. 

Rule 61. Neither the Cmef Clerk nor his assistant shall permit 
any records or paper belonging to the House to be taken out of their 
custody otherwise than in the regular course of business, and doing 
so shall bessubject to reprimand by the Speaker, and such further 
penalty as the House may impose. 
~ The Chief Clerk shall report any missing papers to the Speaker; 
shall have general supervision of all Clerical duties appertaining to 
the business of the House, shall perform, under direction of the 
Speaker, all duties pertaining to the business of his office, and ghall 
also keep a book showing the situation and progress of all bills, me- 
morials and joint resolutions. 


Committee on State Affairs, 

Rule 62. It shall be the duty of the Committee on State Affairs 
te examine into the accounts and expenditures of the State Auditor, 
State Treasurer, and all other State officers entrusted with the custody 
or disbursement of any portion of the public moneys; to inquire and 
report particularly on or before the 30th day of the session, whether 
or not the expenditures made by each and all of such officers are 
justified under the law; whether or not all claims from time to time 
satisfied and discharged by such officers are supported by sufficient 
vouchers, establishing the justice of such claims both as to character 
and amount; whether or not all such claims have been discharged 
out of the funds appropriated therefor; and whether or not all 
moneys have been disbursed in conformity with the appropriation 
laws, and whether or not all moneys reported to be on hand are so 
on hand and to the credit of the various funds as reported, and 
whether or not the notes, bonds and securities in which any portion 
of the public moneys are reported to be Invested are on hand as re- 
ported and whether or not the same are proper and secure mvest- 
ments and securely kept. And it shall be, moreoyer, the duty of said 
committee to report from time to time, whether any and what re- 
trenchment can be made in the expenditures of any department or 
office of the State without detriment to the public service, and to re- 
port from time to time such recommendations and bills as may be 
necessary to add to the economy and accountability of any officer 
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of the State, and said committee shall make such recommendations 
as to the investment of public moneys and the exchange or sale of 
any of the bonds or securities held by the State as in their Judgment 
public interest requires, 


Notice of Committee Meetings. 
Rule 63. The chairman of each standing committee shall lay on the 
Clerk's desk, to be read previous to adjournments, notice of the time 
and place of meeting of such committee. 


Committee Rooms. 

Rule 64. No one except members and attaches of the House shall be 
Allowed in the committee rooms of the House during session except 
by permission of the speaker or the chairman of the committee then 
in session. 


Privileged Persons, 

Rule 65. Justices and ex-Justices of the Supreme Court, Judges 
And ex-Judges of the District Court, present and ex-State officers, 
members of the present and past Legislatures of this State and Ter- 
ritory, State officers of other States, members of the Constitutional 
Convention, and members of the United States Congress, shall be ad- 
mitted to a seat upon the floor of the House. 


Committee on Rules. 
Rule 66. It shall be the duty of the Standing Committee on Rules 
to report and recommend the adoption of any special rule when the 
business of the House seems to the committce to require it.

In every case of amendment of a bill agreed to in one 
House and dissented from in the other, if either House shall request 
a conference and appomt a committee to confer, the other House 
shall appoint a like committee and such committees shall meet at 
a convenient hour to be agreed upon by their respective chairmen, 
and shall confer upon the differences between the two Houses and 
shall report as early as convenient the result of their conference to 
the respective Houses for their action, 

Rule 2 When a message shall be sent to either House, the same 
shall be reduced to writing and transmitted to the desk of the Chief

That on January twenty-first (21st), the said committee, through 
its Chairman, received from the Governor of the State of Idaho the 
letter hereto attached and marked as Exhibit “A” calling the atten- 
tion of the committee to the claim of William Winter, William E. 
Parsons and Henry H. Boomer, partners doing business under the 
name and style of Winters, Parsons & Boomer, against the State of 
Idaho, in the sum of six thousand seven hundred and forty-four dol- 
lars and twenty-five cents ($6,744.25) on a recommendatory judg- 
ment made and entered in the Supreme Court on the seventh (7th) 
day of February, 1897. A certified copy of the said recommendatory 
judgment was enclosed with the said letter from the Governor, and 
is hereto attached as a part of this report and marked Exhibit B;“ 
also there was enclosed a certified copy of the complaint of the said 
parties against the State of Idaho which was the foundation for 
the said recommendatory judgment, and said copy of the complaint

The committee, after duly considering the letter of the Governor, 
and the recommendation thereof, have reached the following decision 
which it desires to have incorporated in the record of this House so 
that the same may be permanent and easily found. 

Upon inquiry and investigation the committee has ascertained that 
this claim has been presented to the Legislature of the State of Idaho 
at previous sessions and that the same has never been allowed. It 
was the duty, we deem, of the said claimants to present their recom- 
mendatory judgment to the first Legislature convening after the said 
judgment was made and entered.

Commandant Chamberlain and his assistants 

There were 158 members answered the roll call, out of 182 en- 
rolled, the day we visited the institution, and we are pleased to 
report there was sufficlent room and accommodation for them all. 

The erection of a new baracks has relieved the crowded condi- 
tion, and when the new barracks are completed and fitted up with 
the improvements outlined on page 6 of the Commandant's report, 
the Home will be in good shape to take care of the present or even 
an increased membership <A very commendable feature and one 
worthy! of notice in the Soldiers Home report is that under the head 
of farm products, five thousand nine hundred forty-three dollars 
worth of produce was obtained from the ground in cultivation which 
belongs to the Home, and the same was accomphshed be a very 
small expenditure of money. <A gardener having been hired at $6 
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per week, who was assisted by the farmer, who besides, performs the 
outdoor labor connected with the Home. There is not quite 30 acres 
available for pasture and farming and the cash outlay in producing 
$5945 ig not to exceed 3900. Of course, some of the labor is done 
by members of the Home in detail work. It will be seen that all 
the grounds are beneficially used, and are thus an economy to the 
State, - 

An economicat method of procuring supplies for the institution has 
been carried out by the Commandant in submitting bids through 
advertisement twice each year, A simple system of accounts and 
reports are kept by having duplicate itemized vouchers for all ex- 
penses of the Home. 

‘We recommend that in addition to the $46,000 asked for general 
maintenance for the next two years, and $11,327 asked for improve- 
ments, there be granted the sum of $1500 for the purpose of an 
addition to the home used by the Commandant and his assistants 
The kitchen and dining room are too small to accommodate the 
people using them. This will make the sum total of $52,827 for 
maintenance and improvement.

Mr. Speaker: 

We, your Committee on State Affairs, accompanied by the Governor, 
James H. Hawley, Attorney-General McDougall, Secretary of State 
Gifford, on January 14th, visited the State Penitentiary, and beg to 
submit to you the following report: 

There were 217 prisoners. A new cell has been constructed or 
rather new cells have ben placed in the north wing of a cell house 
building commenced many years ago, and the forty modern steel 
cells are a very fine piece of work, and furnished by the Paulty Jail 
Building Company. The latest sliding door for all the cells, or any 
one of them, and locking devices, are right up-to-date. A first-class 
steel and concrete roof has been placed over this cell house, and 
it is a decided improvement in avery way. The cells in the other part 
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of this building, finished a number of years ago, are not modern or 
safe, and should be taken out of the structure, and, as they are made 
of rock, the material could be used to adyantage in building a barn, 
which the institution stands much in need of. A guard’s kitchen and 
sleeping room should be added to the present office building. Forty 
more cells should be installed, which would be the exact duplicate 
of those above referred to, and above them in the same building 

The Warden, Mr. John W Snook, in his report, asked for $30,000 
for necessary improvements, in addition to the regular sum for main- 
tenance, and we think this amount reasonable and necessary, and 
recommend that the same be granted. 

In regard to the management of the institution, we were favorably 
impressed and believe Mr. Snook to be a capable and efficient officer. 
A system of purchase by submitting bids has been adopted that ap- 
pears to us to obtain the supplies at the lowest possible price. A very 
good bookkeeping system is in vogue, which maintains a thorough 
check on the entire establishment, and all the expenditures for the 
prison service. We were all impressed with the necessity of using to 
better advantage the prison labor. The warden’s recommendation 
with reference to employment for prisoners, contained on page 6 of 
his report, can be profitably read by every member of the Legisla- 
ture. It is a pity to see 150 able-bodied men kept in idleness, which 
is an inqury to themselves, and the proper management of the prison. 
A large body of men constantly associating together in idleness can 
not produce anything but evil effects upon them, and is therefore a 
detriment to the good management of the institution. 

An appropriation of $100,000 for two years’ maintenance and of $30,- 
000 for improvements is hereby recommended, 

We your committee, wi h the consent and approval of the Prison 
Board, expect in the near future to intraduce a bill looking to the 
building of a home for feeble-minded children, which will provide 
a profitable avenue for the employment of the prison labor above re- 
ferred to. 

We indorse the plan of establishing a school in the Penitentiary 
along the lines suggested by Governor James H. Hawley in his mes- 
sage,

S. C. R. NO. 5, BY STATE AFFAIRS COMMITTEE 


Be it resolved by the Legislature of the State of Idaho: 

Whereas, by an Act dated July 3d, 1890, Congress granted to the 
State of Idaho about three million acres of public lands, including 
sections 16 and 36 in every township of the State, for the support 
of common schools, and in aid of various public institutions, with 
the right where sections 16 and 36, or any part thereof, had been 
sold or otherwise disposed of by or under the authority of any Act 
of Congress, to select other land equivalent thereto in legal sub- 
divisions of not less than one-quarter section, and as contiguous as 
may be to the section in lieu of which the same was taken; and, 

Whereas, by an Act dated August 18th, 1894, Congress granted 
to the State of Idaho the right to apply for the survey and with- 
drawal of townships of public lands then remaining unsurveyed and 
that such townships should be reserved upon the filing of the appli- 
cation for saia survey from any adverse appropriation by settlement 
or otherwise, except under rights that might be found to exist of 
prior meception, for a period to extend from such application for 
survey until the expiration of sixty days from the date of the filing 
of the township plat of surveys in the proper district land office; and 
pursuant to said Act of Congress the State of Idaho made application 
for the survey of a large number of townships of public lands within 
the State of Idaho for the purpose of selecting the quota of lands 
donated the State; and, 

Whereas, the President of the United States has by proclamations 
established certain forest reserves within the State of Idaho embrac- 
ing more than 40 per cent of the total area of the State, including 
sections 16 and 36 aforesaid, and the Department of Interior has 
by rules and regulations denied the mght of the State of Idaho to 
perfect its selections of public lands in townships now included in 
the forest reserves, but which were not included within the forest 
reserves at the time of the State’s application for the survey thereof; 
and, 

Whereas, the State of Idaho has now approximately one million 
acres consisting of sections 16 and 36 in the forest, military and other 
reservations established by the authority of the United States, and, 

‘Whereas, there seems to be a disposition on the part of the United 
States Government to retain for an indefinite future time the said 
forest reserves, as now constituted; and, 

Whereas, the United States Government, by its courts and officers 
holds that the State of Idaho has no vested interest in said lands, 
and have instituted various suits against this State, and its lessees 
for removing timber from the said lands, and have refused to admit 
evidence in their courts, by private survey of the idenity of said sec- 
tions 16 and 36 within the said reserves, and have refused to make Gov- 
ernment survey of said sections aforesaid in the reserves aforesaid; 
and, 

Whereas, under said conditions, said lands are to all intents and 
purposes lost to the said State of Idaho; and, 

Whereas, the Secretary of Interior has announced that he is about 
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to promulgate a ruling that the State of Idaho. shall no longer be 
allowed to use unsurveyed sections 16 and 36 in forest, military and 
other reservations of the United States in this State, as a base for the 
selection of other public lands; and, 

Whereas, if such ruling be promulgated, it would result in the with- 
holding, for many years, from settlement, sale and use of nearly one 
million acres of said lands granted to this State by the Federal Goy- 
ernment, and amounting to the value of more than twenty million 
dollars—thus producing and affecting by such ruling to be promul- 
gated, 2 highly and incalcuable disastrous effect upon the school 
funds of this State, and the future growth of the population and 
resources of this commonwealth; 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the Representatives of Idaho in 
Congress be and they are hereby directed to aid the State Board of 
Land Commissioners in bringing about a settlement of the conditions 
now existing, as aforesaid, in regard to the said unsurveyed sections 
16 and 36 within the State of Idaho, so Idaho may come into pos- 
Session of the land granted to it by the United States Government, 
or lands equivalent thereto;

m Message From the Governor, 


The following message was received from the Governor, 
To the Senate and House of Representatives 

Under the provisions of an Act af the Tenth Session of the Legisla- 
ture, entitled: 

An Act creating a State School Law Commission, defining its 
duties, powers and the qualifications of its members, providing for 
its organization and meetings and making provisions for the expenses 
of such commission, approved March 15, 1909, it became the duty 
of the commission so appointed to investigate educational conditions 
in the State and propose such amendments and additions to the pres- 
ent laws as seemed to the commission to be to the best interests of 
educational matters throughout, the State. Under the provisions 
of this law, Governor Brady appointed Professor George H. Black 
and Professor Walter R Siders to act in conjunction with the State 
Superintendent of Pubhe Instruction as members of the commission. 
Under the Act in question it is made the duty of the commission 
to issue a report to the Legislature at this session, showing the re- 
sult of the investigation made by the commission, together with a 
complete statement of the proposed amendments or additions to 
the school law of the State 

Under date of January 29th, 1911, the commission transmitted 
to me their report, submitting a compilation of the school laws, 
together with suggestions and amendments thereto proposed by the 
commission. The report itself was finally placed m my hands upon 
yesterday and I hasten to place it before you 

While, under the provisions of the Act, it may be doubtful whether 
this report should by the commission be sent direct to the Legisia- 
ture or transmitted through me as Governor, I have concluded the 
method of placing it in your hands was of but little moment and 
have accepted it from the hands of the commission, and a copy of it 
is herewith transmitted to your honorable body. The suggestions and 
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investigations of the commission are included in the proposed Act 
itself. A table of contents is attached to the Act in the form of an 
index, and a table showing the changes made. This table gives an 
opportunity of readily referring to the changes proposed and of 
comparing the law as it is with the Act proposed. The bill as sub- 
mitted by the commission, so far as a somewhat cursory examination 
on my part permits me to judge it, incorporates all of the school laws 
of the State in one bill and will thus-enable, ff passed, all interested 
in educational matters to readily refer ta any desired topic. The 
proposed bill has evidently been drawn after careful thought and full 
consideration on the part of the commission, and seemingly presents 
a perfect system. The proposed changes in the law do not seem to 
be radical in their nature except as to the method of apportioning 
school money. The present system of apportionment has been in 
vogue for nearly forty years and, while undoubtedly correct at its 
inception, no longer in my judgment applies to conditions in this 
State. I commend the proposed change in this system as shown in 
Section 67 of the proposed law, page 26, to your careful consideration, 
The other changes proposed and the new sections added are, so far 
as I have been able to investigate, in line with legislation heretofore 
had and corrects the defects in such legislation. While there may 
he corrections needed. in the phraseology of the proposed law, as 
submitted by the commission, I think that after due consideration you 
will agree with me that the members of the commission have earn- 
estly and conscientiously endeavored to discharge their duty and have 
submitted a bill to you that deserves your careful consideration and 
will impel you, after making any needed changes, to enact it into a 
statute of the State.

Report of Select Committees. 


The Investigating Committee on State Institutions submitted the 
following report; 


REPORT OF THE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE IN REGARD TO 
STATE INSTITUTIONS 


We, the committee appointed in the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives to visit the various State institutions, make the following 
report: 


University of Idaho, at Moscow. 


At the University of Idaho we find a corps of experienced, well 
trained instructors under the able supervision of President McLean. 
After a careful investigation of the work being done in the various 
departments, we are confident that the State can well feel proud of 
the high grade scholarship maintained at this institution. Since its 
establishment it has broadened its sphere and acquired such a high 
standard that its graduates are now placed on a level with those of 
simular institutions throughout the west. We spent two full days at 
the university and made a thorough investigation of every depart- 
ment. We compliment the Board of Regents with Mr. W. E. Lewis 
at their head, on the splendid condition of the buildings and grounds 
of the institution, The general management along these lines seems 
to be all that can be desired. There is perfect harmony existing in 
the faculty and all work assiduously for the good of the institution. 

The central part of the administration building is completed and 
fully occupied and still there 1s a lack of class and study room. When 
the auditorium wing is completed this condition will be relieved to 
some extent. A bond issue to complete this part of the building was 
authorized by the Legislature two years ago, but was defeated by the 
Supreme Court on account of some legal technicality. The amount 
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now asked for the completion of this wing should be allowed without 
diminution. 

The building of an additional dormitory for girls for which $80,000 
is asked, while needed, can in our judgment, be deferred for the 
present. There might be some arrangement made by the faculty for 
affiliated homes for the girls which could be placed under the super- 
vision of the dean of women and, while not offering all of the 
advantages of the dormitory, would be reasonably satisfactory. 

The most crying need of the institution at this time is suitable and 
adequate accommodations for the boys and in this regard we wish to 
say that we think the citizens of Moscow have failed to some extent 
in their duty to the school in not supplying accommodations for 
board and lodging for this class of students. We understand that it 
is hard for boys to find places to lodge and they can not find places 
to board except at restaurants, and these are located so far from the 
campus that they are inaccessible during the school hours, 

The congested condition of the school and lack of class room is 
largely due to the preparatory department which is being maintained 
and conducted in the administration building. The five large rooms 
occupied by this department, if avgilable for college work, would 
relieve the pressing need for class room very materially, 

In view of the fact that there are now 65 High Schools in the 
State that this class of students may attend, and believing as we do 
that this department has nd rightful place in the University, we 
therefore recommend that only such an amount be appropriated for 
its maintenance as may be required to carry it to the end of the 
present school year and that then it should be abolished. 

The Normal department is a small affair and has for its purpose 
the training of teachers for High School work only and will of 
necessity pass out of existence with the abolishment of the preparatory 
department. 

In regard to the law school, your committee feels that it was a 
mistake to have made this a part of the University in the beginning. 
because, to our minds, a professional department requires a special 
location and equipment, which neither Moscow nor the State of 
Idaho can furnish at this time. For this reason, we recommend that 
the department be abolished at the end of the present school year. 

Following your instructions and basing our conclusion on figures 
obtained from a bulletin of the University published in June, 1910, 
we find the percentage of students of the different departments giving 
their residence at Moscow, as follows: 

Art and music, 145: from Moscow, 88; equaling 60 per cent. 

Dairy and short course, 45; from Moscow, 24; equaling 53 per cent. 

Preparatory department, 165; from Moscow, 96; equaling 58 per 
cent. 

We recommend the following amounts be appropriated for this

We think that all agricultural work properly belongs to the Agri- 
cultural College and should be conducted under its supervision and 
direction and that other State institutions should not be allowed to 
compete with this school in this department. In other words, as 4 
matter of economy, no State institution shouid be allowed to go out 
of its own particular freid and duplicate the work of another. 

We recommend the mill tax as a means of raising revenue for the 
University, the Lewiston Normal, the Deaf and Blind Asylum and the 
Academy of Pocatello If this method is adopted and made available 
this year, much of the appropriation above enumerated may be 
eliminated, — 


Lewiston State Normal School. 


Your committee made a careful investigation of the needs of the 
Lewiston State Normal School, the character of the educational work 
being done and the training department, and we found that the in- 
stitution at the present time is working within the provisions of its 
charter. Under the efficient supervision of George L. Black, President, 
the Lewiston State Normal School has attained a high standard, its 
graduates being placed upon a level with those of Normal Schools in 
other States. We find the training department to be an essential 
adjunct to the Normal School, and the present number of students in 
this department does not exceed that which is absolutely necessary 
for the training of the Normal students enrolled at the present time. 

As to the standing of the Lewiston Normal as a State institution 
apart from that of a local school, we found, basing our figures on 
the enrollment of the last semester, that the total number of students 
doing Normal work with the intention of becoming teachers to be 
277, with 82 additional students doing special work; of these 277 
students, 111 of these, or 40 per cent, gave Lewiston as their home. 
One hundred and fift:en, or approximately 42 per cent, reside in the 
State outside of Lewiston, and 51, or 18 per cent, came from other 
States. 

The first matter that was brought to our attention upon arriving 
upon the campus was the immediate need of good cement walks. 
Your committee was compelled to go through mud in passing from 
one building to another, and we regret that the students and faculty 
are compelled to endure this inconvenience. Upon examination of 
the main building we noticed the lack of proper ventilation, as this 
is of vital importance to the health of the students we recommend 
that sufficient money be appropriated to remedy this condition; also 
that this building be equipped with fire escapes, which can be done 
for the sum of $3,000. We found some of the floors to be badly in 
need of repair, that parts of the building need painting and kalsomin- 
ing and that the lighting system in Lewis Hall is poor. 

By finishing the basement of the domestic science building and 
remodeling the old boiler room in Lewis Hall much space will be 
made available for those already crowded buildings. We also feel 
that there is an immediate need for a model rurai training school 
building. 

We therefore recommend the following appropriations for the 
Lewiston State Normal School for the biennium:

Orofino Insane Asylum. 

After a careful investigation of the Northern Idaho Insane Asylum 
at Orofino, your committee found the institution to be in a good 
condition under the wise and careful supervision of Dr. John W. 
Givens, The buildings, grounds and stock are in a well kept and neat 
condition. Everything possible has been done for the comfort and 
welfare of the patients, at a minimum expense. We found that the 
institution is greatly hampered in its work at the present time because 
of lack of room for the patients. Dr. Givens has found it necessary 
to place two patients in each room which was originally intended for 
the use of only one. The institution at the present time is very much 
overcrowded and there is a pressing need for a new wing to the main 
building. We also found that a part of the main building has not 
been completed because of lack of funds. This apartment was in- 
tended for the kitchen, and we recommend that a sufficient amount 
of money be appropriated at once to complete this building. 

We found that if the expense of the maintenance of this institution 
is to be materially reduced, it will be necessary to purchase additional 
lands, which can now be obtained at a reasonable figure, on which 
to raise sufficient supplies of vegetables, grain and hay, ete., for the 
use of the institution. We therefore recommend that the following 
appropriations be made for the above named institution:

Albion State Normal School. 


We find this institution to be unfortunately located and recom- 
mend that after the present school year the institution be abandoned 
for use as a State Normal School. Our reasons for arriving at this 
decision are the following: 

First. It is inaccessible from points in other portions of the State, 
or even in its own county, due to the fact that it is twenty miles 
from 4 railroad station, and if maintained, under no future conditions 
whatever, can students be drawn frem any portion of the State other 
than its immediate neighborhood. We find that, inspite of the fact 
that several, hundred dollars has been used to canvass portions of this 
State, the attendance in the Normal department from outside districts 
is very small.

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Second. The cost of maintenance will always be very high on ac- 
count of the distance from the railroad, which necessitates ‘the haul- 
ing of coal and supplies. The institution has to maintain its own 
light and water plant, power for which is generated by means of a 
gasoline engine. The construction of a sewerage system at this loca- 
tion will also be an expensive item. 

Third. The immediate location of the school 1s upon grounds that 
can never be made attractive or suitable for such an institution, except 
at a great expense Another reason is the inability of the school 
to draw but few students who are taking up the course of Normal 
instruction, 

We suggest that the buildings in connection with this institution 
be dispensed of to the county for a Rural High School, or county 
buildings and the equipment distributed to other State institutions, 
as deemed most suitable by a committee appointed by the Governor 
for such purpose 

We find the school and corps of teachers doing good work, but 
we believe that the proportion of grade and High School students not 
taking the Normal work entirely out of proportion to the number of 
students taking the Normal work Below and including the eighth 
grade, 227 pupils are enrolled; above the eighth grade, in the High 
School and Normal department, there is an average attendance of 142 
students, Of these, in the two upper grades, possibly 50 students are 
taking Normal work with the intention of becoming ceachers. Below 
these two grades, about 50 pupils are not taking the Normal work 
and have no intention of teaching in the public schools of the State 

We might say that this school is asking $97,000 for maintenance 
for the biennial period 1911 and 1912 and its actual attendance in the 
Normal department is under 100. This amount, taken for the two 
years, makes the cost $500 per annum for each student taking the 
Normal course, and if the amount asked for the buildings and repairs 
were complied with, it would increase this cost to $1,000 per year or 
more for each Normal student. 

We recommend that $25,000 be appropriated to the Albion State 
Normal School to complete the present term, which ends in June, 
1911. 

And in the event that the Legislature does not see fit to adopt the 
report of the committee, we would recommend the following amount 
for the use of the institution as the appropriation for its use during 
the ensuing biennial period.

Our report, after investigating the Academy at Pocatello, is that 
we find this institution is doing good work along the lines of industnal 
and commercial training to students above the eighth grade. We also 
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find that they have an enrollment of 287. Of this number, 47 are 
duplicating the regular High School course and the remaining 240 
are taking a course of technical training, which is usually supplied by 
first class High Schools throughout the State.

Industrial Training School at St. Anthony. 


We find the Industrial Training School at St. Anthony doing excel- 
lent work and well managed. We also find the institution to be very 
much crowded, there being a great lack of room in proportion to the 
number of its inmates, 

The present law allows Probate Judges to commit indigent as well 
as delinquent children to this school, and we believe that the indigent 
children should be cared for by some home finding institution and 
that they should not, in the future, be committed to the Industrial 
School with delinquents. The associations and stigma, connected with 
such institutions should not be put upon children whose only fault 
is a lack of home and parental support. We recommend that the law 
be so changed that, under no conditions, will children of this character 
be sent to this institution. This, we believe, will relieve the congested 
and crowded condition of the school which exists at the present time. 

We recommend the following appropriation for the Industrial 
Training School at St. Anthony for 1911 and 1912:

The resolution proposes an amendment to the Constitution prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors within the State 
of Idaho. I am a firm believer in submitting questions of this nature 
to the people direct for their approval or rejection by a majority vote, 
provided, however, that in case the law should prove unsatisfactory, 
either in whole or in part after a thorough and careful trial, that 
& majority vote of the people could amend or repeal the same. In 
order to submit a constitutional amendment to the people for a vote 
it is necessary to obtain, a two-thirds majority in both Houses of the 
Legislature, and in case for any reason the experiment proved un- 
satisfactory it would again require a two-thirds majority In both 
Houses to submit it to the people for repeal or amendment. 

Therefore, « law might be fastened upon the people of the State 
by one generation that would be distasteful and objectional to a large 
majority of the next generation, or even to the same generation after 
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a few years’ trial, still it would be exceedingly difficult for the people 
to change their condition in that regard. 

I do not believe that it was intended by the framers of our Con- 
stitution that changes should be made therein where legislative en- 
actment could accomplish the same result I believe the proposed 
change 1s contrary to the fundamental principles of Constitutional 
Government, 

The merit of the results which the gentleman who proposed the 
amendment aims to accomplish do not enter into the case, therefore 
I shall not diseuss this, but beg to recommend that the resolution do 
not pass

Under an Act of the Congress of the United States, approved March 
3, 1863, the Territory of Idaho was organized, and shortly after Hon. 
William Wallace was appointed to be the first Governor of the new 
territory, and established the seat of government at Lewiston, in Nez 
Perce County. 

The fiftieth anniversary of the organization of Idaho Territory 
should be fittingly celebrated. It would be an event of moment to 
all the people of the State and should receive the official sanction 
and financial aid of the State Government. The citizens of Lewiston 
have, with commendable public spirit, taken the lead in the matter of 
such celebration and it is fitting that they should have done so, and 
that this historical event should be commemorated in the first cap- 
ital of the Territory. While our people are busily engaged in every 
day occupations tending to the material development and upbuilding 
of our State, it is eminently proper that there should be a turning 
aside from such endeavors upon fitting occasions to properly com- 
memorate the deeds of a former generation in laying the foundations 
of Idaho's growth and prosperity. The citizens of Lewiston ask that 
the small sum of $5,000 be appropriated by the State to aid in this 
celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of the official birth of Idaho 
Territory, and, while I feel that words of mine are unnecessary to 
impress upon your honorable body the propriety of making such 
appropriation, still I desire to give more than passive acquiescence to 
the undertaking and to actively’ share with you in doing honor to 
the cherished memories of those who lived in Idaho in the earlier 
days, and while showing our appreciation of them, also bringing closer 
to the, youth of today the patriotic sentiment enshrined In proper 
celebrations of great historic events I most respectfully urge that 
this matter be given your earnest consideration.

Message From the Governor. 


The Hollowing message was received from the Governor 
Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

On the 13th day of February, 1911, I received House Bill No. 35, 
by Mr. Arthur. 

“An Act regulating pool halls, billiard halls, pool rooms, or other 
places operated for profit in which pool, billiards, or games of cards 
are played by the general public; providing for the closing thereof 
during certain hours; and prescribing a penalty.” 

The bill in question as its main object makes it unlawful for any 
person under the age of nineteen years to play billiards, pool or games 
of cards in a commercial billiard hall or other places where pool, 
billiards or games of cards are played by the general public. It is 
unfortunate that in some places in this State billiard halls are oper- 
ated in conjunction with saloons and similar resorts and the odium 
attached to the business run in connection with the billiard hall 
attaches in some degree to the billiard hall itself. In most of the 
large cities of the country billiard halls are run separate and distinct 
from the saloon or the sort drink business and are resorted to for the 
purpose of playing billiards and pool and with no other object or 
purpose. To my mind, a place of amusement of this kind is legitimate 
and proper, and when properly kept, no harm can attach to young 
men even under the age of nineteen by reason of their engaging in 
games of billiards carried on in such resorts. Under the provisions 
of this law a man is nat privileged to take his son under nineteen to 
a billiard hall and engage with him in this innocent amusement. Not 
only does he, but the proprietor of the premises and his employees, 
become guilty of a criminal act by so doing. I can not conceive of 
uny good reason for the enactment of this bill as a part of our 
statutes. I understand that billiard rooms and pool halls are kept 
in some places in this State as adjuncts to saloons and soft drink 
resorts. I can conceive how it is possible for billlard rooms so con- 
ducted to become objectionable and have a bad effect on young men 
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congregating therein. I do not, however, conceive it is in the interests 
of public morality to prevent our youth indulging in innocent recrea- 
tion simply because the place where such recreation is carried on 1s 
kept in some places in an improper manner, Billiard rooms and 
pool halls can not well exist except in centers of population, and such 
centers of population are under the control of the municipal author- 
ities, and, under the laws of Idaho, the several municipalities of the 
State can regulate and control them. It is better, in my judgment, to 
relegate matters of this kind to the municipal authorities for their 
action and control than it is by a general statute to make unlawful 2 
business which, when properly conducted, is conducive to morality 
instead of fostering immorality, simply because in some places such 
business has been improperly and illegitimately carried on. I do not 
believe it proper governmental policy for the Legislature to enact 
laws of this kind where the several municipalities of the State have 
ample authority to regulate and control. Conditions vary greatly in 
the different communities of the State, and such being the case, it is 
to the best interests of all to permit the fullest control on the part of 
the municipal authorities of this and similar matters, 

In this bill the time for closing such resorts is also fixed. I would 
willingly consent to such a provision becoming a law, although it 
might properly be relegated also to the municipal authorities. It 
is out of my power, however, to segregate the proper provisions of 
the Act in question from those that I deem inadvisable to enact, and, 
while I would like to approve an Act closing all resorts of this kind 
at the hour of midnight throughout the State, I can not consent to 
these meritorious provisions of the bill in question becoming a law 
without the obnoxious features also taking effect. I would suggest 
that in the event my objections to the bill in question are not over- 
ruled by the Legislature, the enactment of a statute closing all places 
of amusement throughout the State at the hour of midnight or some 
other hour to be fixed by the Legislature.

such adjourned meeting conduct another election. If such meeting 
results in no choice, the Commander-in-Chief shall be notified, and 
may thereupon fill the vacancy by appointment from the Hst of eli- 
gible persons; such officer so appoimted shall have all the rights and 
privileges conferred by this Act upon an officer otherwise elected 
or appointed.” 

That section 28 be amended by adding in the first line after the 


word “person,” “who has not served as a commissioned officer in 
the Natonal Guard of this or any other state.” 
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That in section 35, in line 2, change the words and figures “ten 
C10)” to “five (5), and in the third line change the words and fig-

“fifty (50)” in lines 3 and 4.

“Each company shall receive quarterly the further sum of one 
hundred twenty-five dollars (5125) for necessary military expenses, 
including rent of armory, In addition thereto, the County Commis- 
sioners of each county may, in their discretion, expend annually not 
to exceed one hundred fifty dollars ($150) out of the county current 
expense fund for repairs or rent of armory building or other neces- 
sary expenditures for military purposes.“ 

In Section 59, strike out all of said section down to and including 
the words “per day,” in line 19, and substitute the following in lieu 
thereof: . 

Section 59. “While on camp or field duty and in going to and 
returning therefrom, the members of the National Guard of Idaho 
shall receive the following compensation per diem during the first 
twenty (20) days of service. Enlisted men shall receive the pay 
prescribed for their grade in the United States army and in addition 
thereto each shall receive the sum of one dollar ($1.00) per day, and 
in addition thereto, each enlisted man shall be entitled to one ration 
per day while on duty. Commissioned officers shall receive the pay 
prescribed for their grade in the United States army. When ordered 
inta actual service in aid of the civil authorities, the forces so called 
into service for the first twenty (20) days, the same pay and rations 
as provided herein for camp and field duty, and thereafter they shall 
receive the same pay and rations as troops in the service of the 
United States. All members of the Staff of the Commander-in-Chief 
shall be entitled to and receive their actual traveling and hotel ex- 
penses when acting under the orders of the Commander-in-Chief, 
whether within or without the State, and such expenses shall be paid 
out of the appropriation provided for in this Act. All allowance and 
pay provided by this Act for officers or enlisted men, except for per 
diem and mileage while traveling under orders without troops, shall 
be subject to be appHed to the payment of penalties and fines im- 
posed by military courts and to the payment of any shortage of or 
injury te State or United States property or funds, for which such 
officers or enlisted men are accountable.” 

That Section 66 be amended by inserting after the word “for” and 
before the word “breach” the words “treason, felony or” in line 2 
thereof. 

That Section 67 be amended by striking out the last sentence of 
said section and substituting the following: The pensions herein- 
before provided for shall be paid out of the appropriations carried in 
this Act.” 

That Section 74 be amended by striking out all of said section and 
substituting the following: 

Section 74. “Summary courts martial of enlisted men belonging 
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to any regiment shall be ordered by the regimental commander, and 
for the trial of enlisted men of a separate battalion, by the battalion 
commander, and in each case shall consist of a field officer or cap- 
tain in such regiment or battalion. Provided, that when a company 
i not in active service summary courts martial of enlisted men be- 
longing to the company shall be ordered by the company commander 
and in each case shall consist of a commissioned officer in such 
company. Reports of all trials by summary courts shall be made to 
the Adjutant General at such times and in such form as he may di- 
rect.” D

ficers while on duty; ining rates of pay to be allowed; prescribing

Message From the Governor. 
The following message was received from the Governor: 
To the Senate and House of Representatives, Mr. Speaker and Mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives: 
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There are several matters of particular importance, in my estima- 
tion, to the people of the State, and to which I deem it my duty to 
direct your attention and ask you to consider, although it is some- 
what late in the session and your time is greatly occupied with other 
matters. 

In my message delivered to you on January 3d, 1911, I called your 
Particular attention to the financial condition of the State and think 


„it my duty fo further communicate with you upon this important 


subject, That our revenue laws need revision can not hardly be ques~ 
tioned. T suggested to you in the message mentioned the advisability 
of authorizing the appointment of a revenue Jaw commission and 
again call your attention to the matter if you have not, already come 
to an unfavorable conclusion upon the subject. 

Undoubtedly the assessment roll of the State will be greatly in- 
creased in the near future. Under a proper system of assessment 
the taxable property within the State would amount to at least $500,- 
000,000. Our Constitution, Section 1, Article 8, limits the bonding 
Power of the State to one and one-half per cent. of the assessed val- 
uation. If our assessments were made in compliance with the law, 
a bonded indebtedness could be incurred by the State, excluding the 
Territorial indebtedness and Capitol Building Bonds of $7,500,000. 
Future Legislatures may be urged to increase our bonded debt to the 
full amount. This would make the situation almost unbearable. Un- 
til our revenues are increased from other sources, practically all 
of the expense of the State will come fram direct taxation, and the 
question of interest upon our bonded debt will cut an important fig- 


ure. 

The bonded indebiedne at the commencement of thie year, ac- 
cording te the boska of the State Amikor, 6 ace 31.144,58. Our 
bebai supstement rot for 1818 wae $137,156.875 49. Wa weuld thas 
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should. be taken, is the matter of providing for a silver service for 
the battleship Idaho. The State was honored several years ago when 
one of the largest battleships of the Nation was christened with 
Its name. Every other State, honored in the same way, has made 
provision for such service, although some of the ships so named 
have been built since the Idaho.“ An effort has been unsuccessfully 
made to raise the requisite amount to purchase such Service, through 
the school children of the State. I believe our people will be willing 
to pay the cost of such service, and the presentation of it to the 
ship named after our State will put us in line with other States in 
these matters and avoid the unfavorable criticism certain to follow our 
neglect to do so. — 

Another matter worthy of your consideration is a change in the 
time of holding the biennial session of the Legislature. The Consti- 
tution, Section 8, Article 3, fixes the time of meeting on the first Mon- 
day after the first day of January, “unless à different day should have 
been appointed by law.“ ‘This proviso makes it possible for the Leg- 
islature, by proper enactment, to change the date of commencement 
of the session. Under the system as it now prevails, the Legisla- 
turé commences its session on the Very day the State officers com- 
mence their duties. All, both executive officers of the State and mem- 


bers of the Legislature, are generally comparatively strangers as re- 


gards the duties of their respective offices. If a later date for com- 
meneing the Legislature was fixed by law, the Governor and other 
State officers could familiarize themselves to a great extent with their 
duties, could digest and become familiar with the annual reports of 
thelr predecessors, could become acquainted with business of the 
yarious governing boards of the State, could familiarize themselves 
with the workings and necessities of the various State institutions 
and thus be able to intelligently advise the Legislature in regard 
to mesde lexislation and necessary appropriations, I suggest the 
enactment of n matute fixing the date of commencement of the bl- 
nal sondern of the Lagishature an the first e e eee 
uah eee eter date Wah enn better mast the exhretaies to 
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that we have under consideration Senate. Bill No. 329. and rec- 
ommend that it be laid on the table, for the reason that the pro- 
visions of same are covered by House Bill NO.

The Committee on State Library submitted the following report: 
Mr. Speaker: 

We. your Committee on State Library, having conferred with the 
Supreme Judges and also having inspected the Supreme Court Li- 
brary in the Capitol Building, beg leave to reoprt the following: 

We find the library in the Capitol Building to be in good order. 
The books are well and neatly arranged, so far -as the available 
space will permit. The room is kept clean and tidy, but it is very 
much congested. 

Minnie Priest Dunton has served as librarian for the last six years 
and has given very efficient service and we recommend ‘that the 
State retain her in its service. 

The rules of the library provide that the librarian must keep the 
library open every day, except non-judicial days, from 9 o'clock a. m. 
until 12 M. and from 1 p. m. until 5 p. m. and during the session of 
the Legislature and Supreme Court, from 7 p. m. until 9 p. m.; pro- 
vided, during sessions of the Supreme Court when the Legislature is 
not in session, the Hbrary may be closed at 7:46 p. m. when there 
is no one in the library desiring to use the same. This makes the 
duties of the librarian very exacting and confining and we recom- 
mend that her salary be raised from $1.200 per year to $1,500, in or- 
der that she, if she so desire, may hire such assistance as is neces- 
sary. Furthermore, that she be given a two weeks’ vacation every 
year. 

The State carries $40.000 insurance on the library and we find 
that policies to the extent of about $300 premiums will lapse during 
the coming two years. 

We find that the extension of the library, so far as books are con- 
cerned, is provided for by attorney and justices’ fees and that this 
is adequate for the present need. 

The members of the Legislature will, undoubtedly, have observed 
that there is no adequate catalogue of the Hbrary. The librarian 
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hss, with great care and iber, prepareg a new and complete ceata- 
logue for publiction, and the cost of prititing and binding same with 


copy and the proceeds from the sale thereof be turned over to the

Message From the Governor. 

Thie folluwing message was recewed from the Governor and read. 
Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

I hereby return, without my approval, House Bill No. 87, by Mr. 
Hanmer: 

“Aan Act amending Section 2659 of tha Revised Codes of Idaho, re- 
lating to the time of residence in Idaho prerequisite to the com- 
mencement of an action for divorce.” 

It is with many regrets that I signify my disapproval of this bill. 
The section of the statute referred to is sought to be amended to 
read as follows“ 

“A divorce must not be granted unless the plaintitt has been a 
bona fide resident of the State of ldaho for one year and of the 
eounty in which the action is brought for three months next preced- 
mg the commencement of the action.“ 

In my biennial message I called your attention to the apparent 
necegsity of so amending our divorce laws as to compel a residence of 
one year within the State on the part of the plaintiff before an action 
for a divorce could be commenced The bill under consideration not 
only agrees with my ideas in this regard but extends it so as to in- 
elude as a prerequisite to the commencement of a suit a three 
months’ residence in the county. This provision absolutely meets 
with my approval, also because under it a person sceking a divorce 
can nôt, as he is now permitted to do, commence an action in a 
distant county and thus prevent that publicity which should attach 
to proceedings of this kind, so far at least as public knewledge of 
the commencement of the action is concerned. I disapprove this bill 
then, not because I disagree with the objects apparently sought to 
bo attained, but because under its provisions pending actions in our 
courts will, in my Judgment, be interfered with in some eases and a 
positive injustice is liable thus to be worked upon Htigants in many 
instances. The bill in question’ provides that a divorce shall not 
be granted unless the plaintiff? has been a bona fide resident of the 
State for one year and county for three months next preceding the 
commencement of this action There is no exception made so far 
as pending suits are concerned. As I construe the law, a suit for 
divorce might have been instituted a year ago and still be pending 
before the courts and if the plaintiff in such action had not been 
n resident of the State one year and of the county three months 
at the time the suit was commenced the decree could not be granted, 
although, as a matter of fact, at the time of granting the decree 
the residence would have extended for a much longer time than is 
provided in this bill. This is wrong in principle because our courts 
being opened to applications of this kind under the present law as 
to residence, no action should be taken interfering with the right to 
prosecute to final judgment such actions legally under the then atata 
utes commenced. 

Undoubtedly this bill was passed under a misapprehension on tha 
part of the members of the Legislature in regard to its legal effect. 
The right of divorce is statutory and a pending action at whatever 
stage falls with the statute under which it is brought. There is a 
marked difference between the creation of a new or cumulative rem- 
edy for an existing right and the creation of the right itself. The 
repeal of u statute concerning jurisdiction or creating a right of 
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action without a saving clause takes away all right ta proceed and 
the repealed act will be considered as if it never existed except for 
the purpose of these actions wr suits which have been prosecuted and 
eoncinded while it was an existing lam. I believe the above remarks 
will, upon investigation by the lawyers of your Honorable Body, be 
Found a4 correct statement of fundamental principle of law. De- 
eisions of repatable cearts have gene so far as to declare that a re- 
peal after judgment of the statute upon which an action is founded, 
made before the entry of the judgment, works a discontinuance of 
the suit and that a repeal pending an appeal to a higher court 
eharges the appellate court with the duty of declaring the litigation 
ended without right of further prosecution. This rule holds good 
unt the procelings have reached 2 final judgment in the court of 
last resort, for that court when it cOmes to pronounce its decision 
confines it te the law then existing and may, therefore, reverse a judg- 
ment which was correct when pronounced in the subordinate tribu- 
nal in which the case originated H the statute which was necessary 
te srprert the judgment of the lower court has been withdrawn by 
an absylate repeal 
Vaneo vs. Rankin, 194 III. 625, 

In ray Judgment the law is settled that if a statute giving a special 
remedy is repeated without a saving clause in favor of pending suits, 
ail suns must stop where the repeal finde them and if tinal reiiet has 
net Leen granted befere the rencal went into effect, it cannot be 
after. 

South Carolina vs. Gillard, 161 U. S. 433. 

These decisions are founded on the universal rule that there is no 
tested right in a purticular re medy unless the remedy is part of the 
Fight itself, 

I sincerely hope the Legislature will not, even if you fail to over- 
rule tay ol sections to this bill, permit the present divorce laws to re- 
rain Intact as part of our statutes.

If this important matter is again 
brought to the attention of the Legislature, I suggest that not only 
the matter of residence ve fixed in accordance with the provisions of 
this Dill. dat that vou ro further and-favorably consider changing the 
provisions of the law itsc“f so as ta provide for an interlocutory de- 
cree of divorcee not ta became f. nal for six months after its entrance, 
ani further providing ihit ne appeal should be allowed from the 
final decree but that an apperl shall be granted from the interlocu- 
tors decree. Our present law forbids a remarriage until six months 
has elapsed after the entre cf the decree. This provision of our 
present law Is easily evaded Ly the parties affected going to an ad- 
joining State and there having the marriage ceremony performed. 
The prohibition of the statute will in such case not apply and be- 
comes a nullity. If the proposed system of interlocutory decree is 
adopted it would necessarily follow that a marriage anywhere pend- 
ing the entre of the final decree would be higamous. 

I also suggest, if this matter is pursued further, that the statute 
be so amended as to permit applications for limited divorce or gep- 
aration, leaving the parties free to afterwards apply for absolute di- 
verte. This Provision would be eminently satisfactory to those of 
our people who have religious scruples against seeking absolute di- 
yorce, 

Trusting that what I have said will not be construed as opposi- 
tion to the ideas enunciated in the bill in question, but rather as an 
effort ta make these ideas more effective and put them in such 
shape that injustice can not be worked upon any of our citizens, and 
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also asking you to seriausiy consider the enactment of proposed 
amendments to our divorce laws on the Hnes suggested, I respect- 
wully submit the matter for your consideration.

Your Excelleney— This is to confirm my night telegram of the 
12th inst, reading as follows: 

“Congress having honored San Francisco by designating her the 
Exposition City for nineteen fifteen, it is desired that a ‘Commission 
be appointed from your State, of which you shall be a member, to 
visit San Francisco and the exposition site. This commission should 
visit this city during the summer months when work on the expo- 
sition will have started. I earnestly ask you to endorse a bill and 
urge its introduction at this session of your Legislature appropriat- 
ing such an amount as you may deem necessary for the expense of 
this commission. This will permit the commissioner to gain an in- 
telligent idea of the requirements for a building and proper exhibit 
from your State and would be better able to advise your Legislature 
at this or next session when the matter of appropriating for the 
Panama-Pactfic International Exposition will be made Letter fol- 
lows.

The word “serve” instead of the 
word “served” should have been used. The bill in question following 
the original bill adds: and filed in the eause within five days there- 
after.” The word “file” should be used in order to make the meaning 
distinct and clear. ter the word “fie” I Would suggest the words 
“the same” be added so as to intensify the meaning, then the part of 
the section oliqected te would reag- “and serve on the plaintiff or his 
attorney and file the same in the cause within five days thereafter.”

To sa permit in a criminal 
case wavld be an innovation on the well established rule of practice 
and ene that could werk no henetit to the state in this particular class 
of cases, Because the real abject of this bill as T take it Is to change 
the burden af proof in one respect, and it is not necessary in order 
to change such burden of proof and attain the sought for abject. to 
make any change in regard to the form of the complaint itself, The 
latter part of the amendment propasc. permits the prosecution in a 
criminal cause of thfs kind to introduce as evidence a certfed copy of 
the record of the Board of Health relating to the condition and status 
of the license sought to be proved, As I read the law (Sections 5966, 
977 and 3984 of the Revised Codes), the prosecution has this right 
under our present statutes and this amendment would be unnecessary: 
Still 1 have no objection to the principle toing reaffirmed in the pres- 
ent bill.

The following message from the Governor relative to House BUL 
No. 208 was received: 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Hause of Representatives: 

I herewith return to you without my approval House Bill No. 208, 
by Glennon, et al. entitled: 

“An Act relating to pleadings in civil cases and providing when and 
how the objection shall be raised that the complaint or answer does 
not state facts sufficient to constitute a cause of action, defense or 
eounter-claim, and that the objection will be deemed to Be waived 
when not so raised; and amending Sections 4178 and 4174 of the Idaho 
Revised Codes.“ 

The object of the proposed amendment to our Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure is to establish as a principle of our practice the theory that 
in order to take advantage of a complaint or a counter-claim in civil 
actions failing ta state facts sufficient to constitute a. eause of action 
the ground of objection must be distinctly pointed out “by demurrer 
or by the introduction of evidence seasonably presented at the trial.“ 
The word “seasonably” is not a happy expression in connection with 
a legislative Act amending the Code of Civil Pocedure. This is a 
minor objection, however, as my real reason for objecting to the bill 
In question is the fact that it is an innovation not necessary. It is 
true that In some particular cases hardship has been worked upon 
plaintiffs by failure on the part of the defense to point out in the 
defendant’s pleadings, or hy his objections to evidence, wherein and 
how the complaint is open to a general demurrer. This is always 
the fault, however, of the attorney for the defendant, and I do not 
believe that it should be the object of any bill to supply the proper 
legal acumen and knowledge of the art of pleading to a lawyer ap- 
peiring for the defense, hye legislative enactment. He should acquire 
this knowledge by diligent study and from actual practice. I am 
absolutely opposed ta innovations in our practice unless it has been 
clearly proved bv long experience in this and other States practicing 
under similar Codes of Procedure that the ordinary practice is rad- 
ically wrong, or unless a thorough change in our entire system of 
practice Is contemplated, Section 4178 of our Revised Codes, being 
the section sought to be amended by this bill, is a verbatim copy, 
excepting the omission’ of one word which does not in any wise change 
the meaning of Section 45 of the Civil Practice Act of Idaho Terri- 
tory, approved February 1, 1864, and found in the first Session Laws 
of Idaho Territory. This provision contained in the first Code of 
Procedure in civil cases in Idaho has continued from 1864 to be a 
part of our Code of Ci il Procedure. Our first Practice Act was taken 
from the Practice Act of the State of California, as was the Practice 
Act in every State and Territory of the Pacifie Coast. The State of 
California since the enactment of its first Code of Civil Procedure in 
180. has had a provision contained therein, word for word, as pro- 
vided in Seetion 4178, and reference to Section 434 of the California 
Code of Civil Procedure, contained in the last authorized publication 
of that Code, shows this section is still in force in that State. I can 
not see any renson, as a matter of principle, why this change should 
be made. Changes of this character tend to work confusion in our 
Statutes and to make former decisions in regard ot our practice in- 
applicable. There should in my judgment be no relief granted to n 
plaintiff who brings a defendant into court upon a complaint which 
fails to state a cause of action against such defendant. The plaintiff, 
taking the initiative in the action, is presumed to present a cause of 
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action and to Have his pleadings thoroughly considered before they 
are filed, and if he fails in this important particular, cither through 
his own fault or that of his attorney, he should take the consequences, 

I would suggest, if it is sought to remedy the obnoxious practice 
that has prevailed in regard to filing general demurrers and then 
withdrawing them at the opening of the first term of court and sub- 
stituting special demurrers or answer shortly before the case was 
brought to trial, that under our system as it has prevailed for several 
years, demurrers can, on notice, be brought up for argument in 
chambers. The ‘rule prevatling in the United States Courts com- 
pelling an attorney filing a demurrer to certify that in his opinion it 
is well taker, might also be an effective remedy,

8 Message From the Governor, 

The following message was received [rom the Governor: 

Boise, Idaho, February 21, 1911. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

Mr, Speaker and Gentlemen of the House: 

Bills appropriating considerable amounts of money for the pur- 
pose of internal improvements in the nature of bridges and roads, 
have already been submitted to me and others of & like character are 
still ponding before the Legislature with every prospect of belng favor- 


ably considered. As I have heretofore stated to your Honorable Body, | 


Jam heartily in favor of assisting in a proper way in enterprises of 
thos kind because thev upbulld the state and assist m the development 
of our material pesourees, but I again call your attention to the fact 
that our tax rate is high and that the limit of our bonded indehtedneas 
for such purposes has_nearly been reached, I urge, therefore, that 
you Five the most careful attention and caruest consideration to all 
such mengures and, uniess thev appear to zou absolutely worthy and 
deserving, not to consider their passage I have heretofore called to 
your attention the adveability of local ald being given to any meas- 
ures of this kind before assistance was rendered by the state. This to 
i grott extent guarantees the goog faith of these behind the project 
and shows that the people most interested are in earnest in their et- 
forts to obtain the state's assistance, Before a road is built or a bridge 
constructed, either wholly or in part from moneys supplied by the 
state, there should he some provisions under which the state would 
nat be responsible far the maintenance of such road or bridge. The 
local authorities should be called upon to maintain and repair when- 
ever necessary. There should be mandatory provisions of the law 
requiring this. and, to prevent any future misunderstandings, I would 
suggest the Immediate enactment of a general law providng that when- 
over money is appropriated by the state to construct bridges or roads 
in any county or counties In the state, the county commissioners of 
such county or countics be required, by resolution duly spread upon 
the minutes of the board, to accept the responsibility of maintaining 
and repairing such roads ar bridges after the construction thereof, 
and that no moneys shall be expended in any shape or form upon 
the proposed bridge or road until such resolution has been spread upon 
the minutes of such board of county commissioners. It would be bet- 
ter, perhaps, In each Individual bill making such appropriation, to 
have had a provision of this kind but such provisions have not here- 
tofore been incorporated in the several bills and the general luw pro- 
posed would supply such deficiency. 
Fixing Bonding Limit. 

Even if I incur your disapproval by so doing and reiterate a matter 
Several times before called to your attention. I feel it my duty to again 
mention to vou the necessity of a constitutional amendment limiting 
the amount of the bonded indebtedness of the state. Nothing tends 
to retard the growth and prosperity of a state, or any of ite political 
subdivisions, so much as an excessive tax rate. To the intending set- 
tler or investor the fact of n low tax rate ever appeals, and in many 
cases controls hia actions. The investor especially looks to the assess- 
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ment roll and to the tax rate before investing. The intendmg settler 
generally does the same. Our assessment rolls should indicate the 
fair value of all our taxable property. This would necessarily decrease 
the tax rate because it costs the same amount of money to run the 
county and the state government whether the tax rolls of the state 
amount to a hundred million or a thousand million dollars. The ex- 
cessive rate of taxation prevailing in every part of this state is caused 
ty the valuations of the property in the respective counties running 
from fifteen to forty per cent of its true value. The only tangible rea- 
son that I have heard urged against the assessment at its true value 
of all taxable property is the fact that if so done a great increase in 
our bonded indebtedness would be permitted. Limit the bonded in- 
debtedness of the state to a proper figure, and I have heretofore sug- 
gested two million dollars exclusive of the territorial Indebtedness and 
capitol building bonds, as such proper figure, and you will take away 
the only excuse that can be given by county officers entrusted with 
our revenue affairs for not assessing property within the limits of 
their jurisdiction at its full value, which is the only proper method of 
so doing. 
Tax For State Institutions, 


I strongly urged you in my biennial message to make fixed provi- 
sion for the state's institutions, and presented a number of reasons 
for such course that seemed pertinent. Consideration of the subject 
since the delivery of the message in question has confirmed my first 
impressions. There should be a fixd tax for the support of the state’s 
institutions. The rate of taxation far this purpose can be fixed by the 
Legislature for a given number of years, or at a varying rate within 
limits dependent upon the assessment roll of the state. A fixed rate of 
so many milis on the dollar especially for the maintenance of our edu- 
eational institutions, would relieve future legislative assembles from 
great annoyance and would be of great benefit to the institutions 
themselves. While there is, perhaps, a constitutional question involved, 
the matter is of such importance that it should be carefully considered 
by the judiciary committee after full consultation with the attorney 
general. 

State Industrial School. 


The State Industrial Training School was first established eight 
years ago and its present name adopted in 1905. The Statute states. 

“The purpose of such school should be the care, protection, train- 
ing and education of delinquent, dependent and neglected children, 
and to provide for the care, control and discharge of juvenile of- 
fenders.” 

While all of the objects sought to be attained by the establishment 
of this institution were and are proper and worthy, still the conduct 
of the institution has not been satisfactory. The care of delinquent, 
dependent and neglected children is provided for. In other words, 
it Is expected the criminal boy or criminal girl shall be sent to this 
institution and in the same institution dependent and neglected chil- 
dren, not guilty of crime, also are to be cared for. Under Section 828 
of the Revised Codes any boy or girl nuder the age of eighteen, sen- 
tenced to the State penitentiary, may, upon the application of such 
boy or girl. or his or her parent or guardian, be sent to the Indus- 
trial Training School and kept there until the age of majority. I 
suggest to you that such a condition of affairs is intolerable, Nearly 
all of the children in the school are dependent or neglected children, 
and it seems to have been the rule for several years whenever children 
in any part of the State have not been properly supported or cared for 
by their parents, to send them to this school, irrespective of such 
children having been charged with any criminal acts or moral de- 
lunquencies. We thus find the institution is chiefly maintained as a 
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children’s hume. The State has been imposed upon in many instances 
by children being sent there and maintained at the expense of the 
State, who should and could have been cared for by their natural 
guardians. It has been used as a boarding school for children whose 
parents or guardians have sought to rid themselves of the responsi- 
bility of their care and maintenance I have no quarrel with the 
theory that the State should care for dependent children where it has 
been fully established, before a proper tribunal, that such children 
were not properly cared for by their parents or guardians The 
wisest course to adopt with reference to children who are without 
natural guardians is to place them in an institution like that main- 
tained by the Children's Home Finding’ Society. Children, however, 
sent to the State Industrial Training School are kept there at the 
State’s expense for a great many years in many cases and there is 
an ever increasing expense growing out of its maintenance. No 
efforts, as I understand it, have been made, and I doubt whether ef- 
forts could successfully be made to provide for adoption of children 
cent to the Industrial School. Im fact, the better the child the more 
vnwilling the officers in charge seem to be to part with such child. 

Leaving out of the question all consideration as to the propriety of 
maintaining the institution for the purposes above mentioned, it 
must be admitted, I think, that in an institution like this, whose in- 
mates are nealy all children of good character and proper behavior, 
they should not be permitted to associate with children who are de- 
praved and criminal. If a boy or girl has been sentenced to the 
penitentiary and from there sent, under the Statute cited, to this 
school; or if a boy or girl, on account of moral delinquencies and 
criminal conduct, has been gent there without trial for a crime, such 
boy on girl is placed in a position where he or she can corrupt the 
morals of all the children in the school. No good results can follow 
from such a system. It is unfair to the State and especially unfair to 
the really good children in the institution to have a vicious and crim- 
ynal element inmates therein. Such a condition of affairs should not 
he allowed to exist for a moment and some provision should be made 
to correct this evil. The only saving grace about the whole affair 
is the fact that the criminal juvenile element sent there generally 
remain for but a short tune, because escape is naturally easy in an 
institution where the great majority of the inmates must necessarily 
have free ingress and egress to and from it; but the presence of a 
vicious boy or girl, who has led a criminal life, for but a few days 
may corrupt the inorals and ruin the lives of scores of children who, 
but for being contaminated by contact with the young criminal, would 
be moral and ‘lecent in the future. 

It strikes me that simply calling your attention to this evil will 
impel you to take means to effect its cure.

Message From the Governor, 

The following message relative to House Bill No. 142 was received 
from the Governor: 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

I herewith return to you without my approval House Bill No. 142 
by Mr. Smith: 

“An Act providing for and constituting a dairy, food and sanitary 
fund; providing for the disposition of all fees and licenses collected 
by the State Dairy, Food and Sanitary Inspector and h's deputies; 
and providing for the disposition of all fines for violations of the dairy, 
food, sanitary and health laws of this state; fixing compensation of 
the State Dairy, Food and Sanitary Inspector; repealing all laws in 
conflict herewith. 

Under the provisions of the law of the Tenth Session, House Bill 
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No. 172, approved March 15, 1909, the office of Dairy, Food and Oil 
Commissioner was abolished and in lieu thereof was established the 
office of Dairy, Food and Sanitary Inspector under appointment by 
the State Board of Health, and whose salary was fixed at a sum not 
to exceed fifteen hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly from 
the state treasury, his actual and necessary expenses to be paid in like 
manner. There is no direct authority given in the law of 1309 for the 
appointment of a regular assistant Inspector, although authority is 
given to the State Board of Health to appoint a temporary deputy 
inspector in case of necessity, whose pay shall not exceed four dollars 
per day and expenses, Under the provisions of the general appropria- 
tion Act, Tenth Session Laws, Page 138, is the clause: “For the salary 
of an assistant Dairy Commissioner, $4000” and For the traveling ex- 
penses of the assistant Dairy Commissioner, $2500.” The committee 
ou appropriations at that session of the Legislature apparently over- 
looked the fact that the title pt the oftice had been changed from 
“Commissioner” or Inspector, but the appropriation was evidently 
intended to pay the salary and expense of a permanent deputy for the 
Dairy, Food and Sanitary Inspector. 

I do not believe a salary of fifteen hundred dollars is proper pay for 
aman who honestly, efficiently and capably fills the office of State 
Dairy, Food and Sanitary Inspector and the provisions of Section 2 
of the Act now before me, intreasing the salary to twenty-four hun- 
dred dollars per annum, would be satisfactory The bill also pro- 
vides for an office deputy with a salary of twelve hundred dollars. 
Whether or not it is necessary to have such office deputy I am not 
prepared to say, as this provision of the bill, by reason of its disap- 
proval on other grounds, has not as carefully been considered by me 
as under other circumstances I would deem necessary The present 
bill provides for a fund to be kept by the State Treasurer into which is 
paid all fines, exelusive of costs, collected in any of the courts of the 
State for violations of the Pure Food, Sanitary and Health Laws of 
the State. While opposed upon general principles to the idea of mak- 
ing separate disposal of fines imposed for any particular class of of- 
fenses, to the general and usual method of disposing of such fines, 
still, im view of the fact that such fines are generally the result of 
prosecutions mstatuted by and carried on under the Inspector him- 
self, I would be willing to waive such objections. The particular rea- 
son for my disapproval of this bill is the provisions of Section 3 which 
give the power to the Inspector, with the consent and approval of the 
State Board of Health, to appoint: “Such & number of deputy Dairy, 
Food and Sanitary Inspectors us are necessary to carry out and en- 
force the duties of his said office Such deputy shail be paid the sum 
of not to exceed five dollars per day for each day actually employed 
and the traveling expenses of such deputies shall be a charge against 
the state.“ Under this provision of the bill in question there is no 
limit to the number of deputies that may be appointed, nor is the 
amount that may be paid for traveling expenses curtailed in any way. 
The per diem and expenses of these deputies are a charge against the 
state to be paid out of the fund specially created by this Act, and 
must be paid, in the event such fund is exhausted, out of any fund 
in the state treasury appropriated therefor I am not willing to admit 
as a proper governmental policy the unrestricted right of any officer 
or Board to appoint an unlimited number of deputies of any officer 
because in the opinion of such officer or Board it may be necessary 
to make such appointments. The statute under which appointments 
of this kind are made should always curtail the expenditures and limit 
the number of deputies, or, in the event a limit upon such number 
could not well be placed, such statute should expressly and positively 
state the only circumstances under which and by reason of which 
such unlimited number of deputies could be appointed and clothed 
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with official power. Ender the provisions of a law of this kind it be- 
comes possible, although not at all probable, considering the personnel 
of the present Board of Health and the Inspector, to appoint a horde 
of deputies under the easily imagined plea of necessity during the 
weeks immediatly preeding an election, whose ostensible business it 
would be to assist the Inspector in the performance of his duties, but 
whose real efforts would be directed towards furthering the chances 
of certain particular candidates for office. It may be said that the 
amounts to he paid to such deputies would be limited to the amount 
of the fund created, supplemented by the appropriations made by the 
Legisliture, but if such fund was exhausted and such appropriation in- 
sufficient to cover the entailed charges, under our system, che appoint- 
ments being duly made and the services ostensibly performed, the State 
Board of Examiners would be impelled to allow the bills and issue 
deficiency warrants therefor, which finally would have to be paid by 
the state. 

Believing that the good in this bill is more than counterbalanced by 
its obnoxious features, I am impelled to return it to you for your fur 
ther consideration. Respectfully submitted,

(b) A copy of the form of contract under or by which such in- 
demnity is to be effected. 

(e) The location of the office or offices through which such con- 
tracts are to be issued. 

(d) That service of process may be had upon the Insurance Com- 
missioner in this State in all suits arising out of such contracts. 

It is further provided that every attorney, agent, or other repre- 
sentative by or through whom are issued or negotiated any contracts, 
for indemnity of the character referred to in this Act, shall procure 
from the Insurance Commissioner annually a certificate of authority 
stating that all the requirements of this Act, which are applicable, 
have been complied with, and upon such compliance and the pay- 
ment of a fee of three dollars ($3.00) the Insurance Commissioner 
shall issue such certificate.”

Message From the Governor. 


The following message from the Goyernor regarding House Bill 
No. 207, was received: 


Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

I ae this day approved House Bill No. 207, by Crow, et al., en- 
titled: 

“Sn Act relating to and authorizing the preparation of a reporter's 
transcript of proceedings on the trial of an action or special proteed- 
ing, in lieu of a bill of exceptions; adding a new section, to be known 
as Section 4434, to part 2, title 8, chapter 7, of the Civil Procedure 
of the Revised Codes of Idaho.” 

This bill, in cojunction with House Bills Nos. 209 and 210, which 
are also this day approved, makes serious innovations upon the ap- 
pellate practice of the State. Each of these bills has been approved 
by the Bar Association, having, as I understand, been prepared by 
a committee of that body after due deliberation and extended con- 
sideration. These bills combined will greatiy lessen the costs on 
appeal to our Supreme Court as compared with the procedure here- 
tofore existing and the practice under such procedure. The prac- 
tice that has grown up amongst the attorneys of the State in re- 
gard to appellate proceedings is as greatly responsible for the ex-. 
cessive costs entailed by an appeal to the Supreme Court as is the 
Code of Civil Procedure. Under this practice, which is wrong in its 
inception and which has been so universally adopted as to make a 
change almost impossible without new statutory enactments, tran- 
scripts on appeal have become so voluminous as to practically pre- 
vent many cases from going to the Supreme Court where one or the 
other of the parties imagine an injustice has been done by the de- 
cision of the lower court, or the verdict of the jury. A great ma- 
jority of cases on appeal have been taken into the Supreme Court 
from order granting or refusing motions for a new trial, and the 
transcripts in a majority of cases we find practically contain all of 
the evidence given at the trial of the case, in a narrative form, 
and irrespective of its pertinency to the points made on appeal or 
its bearing upon the real issues involved in the appeal. This has 
occasioned more than all other causes the great expense attending 
appeals; but even if such is the case, I do not feel it incumbent upon 
me to refuse to sanction the new method provided for in these bills, 
backed as they are by the Bar Association and by all of the attor- 
neys of the two Houses of the Legislature, and calculated as they 
are in a practical way to reduce the costs of appellate proceedings. 

The worst feature about the practical application of these meas- 
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ures is the fact that when enacted they will greatly increase the 
labors of our already overworked Supreme Court. The printing of 
transcripts no longer will become necessary, and, the entire record 
going up on appeal, will greatly increase the record it may become 
necessary to inquire into. There is a marked difference in the labor 
entailed by the examination of a printed transcript and one that is 
typewritten, especially where the typewritten record 1s a carhon copy 
upon the common giazed paper used for such copies. Considering 
the fact that the Justices of the Supreme Court have already duties 
imposed upon them greatly in excess of those which they should be 
called upon to perform, I would feel impelled to signify my disap- 
proval of this and the other bills in question and suggest that their 
consideration should be continued over until some future session of 
the Legislature, after the number of Justices of our Supreme Court 
had been increased by a constitutional amendment, were it not for 
the fact that the Supreme Court, by its own rules, may obviate some 
at least of the suggested objections and protect the Justices in some 
degree from the threatening evils of the new system. 

There are some corrections that, to my mind, should be made to 
the bills in question to make them perfect. The first section of the 
bill under consideration at the conclusion thereof provides that “the 
reporter shall append to the transcript his certificate that the same 
is a true and correct copy of the testimony taken at the trial, or of 
such thereof as is designated by the order.“ As the preparation of 
this transcript necessarily entails a statement of motions, orders and 
rulings pertaining to the introduction of the testimony, the part 
quoted should have provided not only for the certificate of correct- 
ness of the testimony, but of all proceedings necessarily contained in a 
transcript of the testumiony This is especially true in view of the fact 
that the decision of the trial court does not generally contain a refer- 
ence to such orders, etc, 

The first objection made can not be of much importance because 
the court itself would have the power to correct any defects in the 
record suggested by opposing attorneys and the transcript of the 
reporter would. not be binding in any way upon the court or the 
attorneys if such objection was made The transcript of the reporter, 
however, might in many cases cause attorneys of the adverse parties 
to feel confident of the correctness of the transcript and not give it 
more than casual examination. 

The worst objection that I find, and one which to my mind should 
especially be met by amendatory legislation, is the fact that Section 
A of this Act makes no provision for the service of a transcript upon 
more than one of the adverse parties, or the attorneys for such par- 
ties All that is required under this subdivision of the Act is that 
service be made upon one of the attorneys for the adverse parties. 
There are numerous parties in many suits with widely divergent in- 
terests In fact, in very much of our litigation the parties defendant 
are in no wise identical in interest and the contest between the de- 
fendants assumes more serious proportions than that between the 
plaintiff and the defendants as a whole. In the event the plaintiff 
becomes the moving party on appeal, he should not be permitted to 
select one of the defendants as the party upon whom service of trans- 
cript should be made because it would make it possible in such event 
for him to serve a defendant whose interests were practically identical 
in most points with the interests of the plaintiff himself; nor should 
one of the defendants, if such defendant saw fit to appeal, be per- 
mitted to take such appeal and serve the transcript upon the plain- 
tiff or any one of the moving defendants, or on one of the defendants 
satisfied with the verdict. I can readily see where great injustice 
might be worked in certain cases and, therefore, suggest such 
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amendatory legislation be had immediately as to obviate this diffi- 
culty and compel either a copy of the transcript to be served upon all 
of the parties in interest upon an order of the Court made upon 
proper motion, or, if such would be deemed impracticable, ta adopt 
some course by which the parties not served would be enabled to 
readily procure a copy of the transcript, and the expense entailed by 
procuring such copy would be made a charge against the appellant 
in the event the . of the appellate court was finally made 
against him. 

Pardon me for NE hypercritical and suggesting objections 
that may appear somewhat trivial, but to an old practitioner such 
seeming omissions in an Act sometimes appear to be far more ser- 
ious than will be found warranted by the practical operation of such 
Act after it takes effect.

In a message approving House Bill No. 207 of this date, I more 
fully call the attention of your Honorable House to a similar pro- 
vision, and suggest the propriety of amendatory legislation curing 
the apparent defect. The suggestions made with reference to House 
Bill No. 207 apply as fully if not with greater effect to this par- 
ticular Act, and I would respectfully request this Act be ‘amended 
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in that regard, thus preventing the possibility of an injustice being 
done in any action upon an appeal taken to the Supreme Court. 

As pointed out in my message on House Bill No. 207, this can 
readily be done if some course is adopted whereby, the required 
transcripts may be obtained by any party to the proceedings when 
necessity thereof becomes apparent to the Court having jurisdiction;

We, the minority members of your Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, having had under consideration Senate Bill No. 70, beg 
leave to report that we recommend that it be placed on the General 
Calendar for amending it by striking out Section 15, which requires 
each elector to declare his or her party affiliation as a condition préce- 
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dent to registering and voting at any primary election, and for mak- 
ing such other amendments as may be desired. We oppose the 
declaration of party affiliations on the grounds, among others, that it 
is contrary to the spirit of the Constitution of the State of Idaho in 
that it destroys the secrecy of the ballot The greatest reason for 
the adoption of the Austrahan. ballot was to eliminate the practice of 
coercion on the part of corporations employing large numbers of men, 
and the enactment of this section into law would be a decided step 
packward in that respect. Employees in declaring their party affilla- 
tion would, under certain circumstances, jeopardize their employment 
It would also have a tendency to reduce the registration and vote at 
the primaries and prevent a fair expression of the voters as to their 
choice of political candidates There are many good features in the 
amendments to our direct primary law proposed in Senate Bill No. 70, 
but we prefer having the law remain in its present form, unsatis- 
factory as it is, rather than have any change which would carry with 
it the provisions of the section in question.

We, your Committee on Irrigation, Reservoirs and Reclamation re- 
spectfully report that we have had under consideration Senate Bill No. 
116 and recommend that it do pass.

Report received and Senate Bill No. 116 filed for third reading. 

The Committee on Fish and Game submitted the following report: 
Mr. Speaker: 

We, your Committee on Fish and Game, having had under consid- 
eration House Bill No. 429, beg leave to make the following report 
and recommendations which have been concurred in by the Fish and 
Game Committee of the Senate. 

We recommend that the title of the bill be amended by inserting in 
line 1 thereof, the figure 3 between the figures 3 and 5, and the 
figure 9 between the figures 8 and 18, and that said title be further 
amended by adding thereto at the end thereof the following: “And 
declaring an emergency.” 
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We further recommend that said bill be amended by inserting the 
following between lines 34 and 35 thereof. 

Section 2. That Section 3 of said Act be, and the same hereby is, 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 3. The State Fish and Game Warden is hereby authorized 
and directed to maintain the fish hatcheries heretofore established 
by the State for the purpose of hatching propagating and distributing 
food and commercial fishes and for the purpose of raising and dis- 
tributing game birds and suth game animals as can be reasonably 
raised on, the premises occupied by said hatcheries: Provided, That 
other suitable places and preserves for the care of said game animals 
and birds may be selected by the State Game Warden with the ap- 
proyal of the Governor. The State Fish and Game Warden shall 
have supervision over all fish culture matters of a public nature and 
shall receive and provide for the care and distribution of such food 
fishes or ova of the same or such game birds and animals as shall 
come into the possession of the State. He shall also obtain ova or 
fry of such fish at such places and of such variety as he may deem 
most suitable to the waters of this State and have the same hatched 
at the State hatcheries, and.shall distribute the same in a prudent 
and equitable manner througheut the different waters of the State, 
He shall appoint a superintendent for each hatchery and such assist- 
ants as may be necessary, and such superintendents of hatcheries 
shall execute a bond to the State of Idaho in the penal sum of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000), conditioned for the faithful performance 
of their duties. All superintendents and assistants of fish hatcheries 
appointed under this Act shall devote their entire time to the duties 
of their office, and they shall not engage in any manner whatever 
in any private or public fish hatcheries other than that for which _ 
they are appointed, unless so ordered by the State Fish and Game 
Warden. And they shall not be entitled to have any holding or own 
any private fish ponds, lakes, streams of this State, nor shall engage 
in the selling or disposal of any fish whatever, except in the duties 
of their office or as directed by the State Fish and Game Warden. 
That the figure 2, in line 35, after the word “section” and before the 
word “that” bé changed to the figure 3. 

We recommend that in line 6 on page 5 of the printed bill the word 
“unlawful” be stricken out and the word “lawful” be inserted in lieu 
thereof, and that in line 7 on said page the words “those parts of” 
between the word “from” and the word “Snake” be stricken out, and 
that the words from Lewiston, Idaho, as far up as Shoshone Falls,” 
be ſnserted in lieu therecf. And that after the word “river” in line 7 
and before the word and“ in line 9 on said page 5, all parts of the 
bill be stricken out. 

We further recommend that after the words “Bear Lake,“ in line 
20 of said page 5, there be inserted the following: 

It shall be lawful to seine for white fish, herring, carp or squaw 
fish, under the supervision or by the order of the State Fish and 
Game Warden or his deputies, in any of the streams, lakes or ponds 
of the State where it is deemed they are sufficient in number as to 
be destructive to the trout or other game fish The fish so taken shall 
be disposed of under the direction of the State Fish and Game War- 
den, or his deputies, and ali moneys received from sale of such by 
the State Fish and Game Warden or his deputies shall be turned into 
the State Fish and Game fund. 

We recommend that in line 37, on page 6 of the printed bill, the 
word public“ be stricken out between the words “any” and “stream,” 
and that on page 7, in line 44 of the printed bill the figure 3 after 
the word “section,” and before the word “that,” be stricken out and 
the figure 4 be inserted in lieu thereof. And that in the last line of 
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said page 7 of the printed bill the words “first day of September” 
be stricken out and the words “fifteenth day of August” be inserted 
in Tieu thereof. 

We further recommend that said bill be amended by inserting after 
the word “year,” in line 13, on page 8 of the printed bill, the follow- 
ing: “Except that it shall be unlawful to kill or destroy any bird 
last above mentioned north of the Salmon River, except between the 
first day of September and the first day of December of each year, 
and that the following be inserted in said line after the word “day,” 
and before the period, immediately following said word, “in any part 
of the State.” and that in line 16 of said page 8 after the word 
“ducks,” the following be inserted: “Twenty-four (24) snipe or 
twenty-four (24) plover, or.“ and that in line 17 of said page 8 of 
the printed bill the words and figures “twelve (12) snipe or twelve 
(12) plover,” be stricken out. 

We ‘further recommend that after the word “year,” in Hne 24, 
of page 8 of the printed bill and before the word or,“ in said line 
the following be inserted: “Except in the County of Fremont, and 
in the said county it shall be unlawful to kill or destroy any bird 
last above mentioned except between the fifteenth day of August 
and the first day of December of each year.” And that after the 
word “day,” in line 25 of said page 8, the following be inserted before 
the period: In any part of the State.” Also, that the following 
be added before the period and after the word “day,” In line 27 on 
page 8 of said printed bill, or to have in his possession more than 
twenty-four (24) birds of any kind at any one time.” 

We recommend that said bill be further amended by striking out 
the figure 4, in line 35, on page 9 of the printed bill and by ingert- 
ing the figure 5 in lieu thereof. 

We further recommend that after the word “provided,” in Hne 13, 
on page 10 of the printed bill, the following be inserted: Provided. 
however, That Elk may be killed in the Counties of Fremont and 
Bingham (or in such territory as was included in said counties on 
January 1, 1911), from September ist to December 31 of each year;” 
that in said line 13, the word however,“ be stricken out and the 
word “also” be inserted in lieu thereof. And that in line 15 on page 
10 of the printed bill the word “Clearwater” be inserted between the 
words “Nez Perce“ and the word “and,” and that in line 20 on said 
page, after the word “snare, and before the word “and,” the fol- 
lowing be inserted: “Or at any deer Iick.“ And that in lines 28 and

out. 

We recommend that in line 39 on page 11 of the printed bill the

Sec. 9. It shall be unlawful during the open season of the year for 
any person to hunt, kill or capture more than one elk, wto, deer, one 
mountain sheep, one ibex and one mountain goat, and all licenses ig- 
sued by authority of the State as provided for in this Act, shall state 
the number of each kind of animals that may be killed by the holder 
of such license. Every person who shall have procured and paid for 
a license, as provided for in this Act, shall be entitled to the use and 
possession of the whole or any part of any animal killed in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act, and any hunter who shall have first 
procured a license as herein provided shall be entitled to keep or carry 
or ship withm or without the State, the skins, heads, or horns or any 
parts of animals killed in compliance with the provisions of this Act 
Trovided, That in case of shipment such person shall procure from 
any * * * Game Warden or Deputy Game Warden a permit of a 
form prescribed by the State Game Warden authorizing such person 
to Ship any animals or any part of any animals killed in comphance 
with the provisions of this Act Such permit may be procured by the 
snipper upon a sworn statement to the officers from whom he obtains 
the permit that the game desired to be shipped was not procured con- 
trary to any of the provisions of this Act, which affidavit shall con- 
tain the number and date of the owner's license Said form of affida- 
vit shall be printed upon the permit and be a part thereof The offi- 
cer issuing such permit shall make the same out in duplicate and shall 
at once transmit the copy of said permit to the State Game Warder 
and deliver the original to the applicant, which original shall accom- 
pany ihe shipment. Such officer shall be entitled to charge a fee of 
fifty cents for such permit and affidavit, twenty-five cents to be re- 
tained ny svch officer and twenty-five cents to be accounted for to the 
State Game Warden and remitted to him as other moneys to be turned 
in to the game fund. The State Game Warden, Assistants and Deputy 
Game Wardens are hereby authorized to administer the oath required 
with such permit. 

But it shall be unlawful for any person or persons or any corpora- 
tion or company or agent or employe of such company or corporation 
to sell or keep or offer for sale, any portion of the carcasses, skins, 
heads, or antlers in excess of the number provided for in this Act. 
Provided, That nothing in this act contained shall apply to a person 
carrying on the business of taxidermy taking and having in his pos- 
session the heads or skins of birds or animals for the purpose of pre- 
serving the same, when Such heads and skins are accompanied by an 
affidavit and permit, showing that they were taken from the birds or 
animals taken or killed in comphance with the provisions of this Act. 

Any person who shall engage in or who is at the present time en- 
gaged in or conducting any taxidermist business as the term 1s gen- 
erally understood, or any person wl:o conducts a business for the pur- 
pose of mounting, preserving or preparing any of the dead bodies of 
any birds or animals or fish or any part thereof, must first obtain 
from the State Fish and Game Warden a taxidermist's license 

The State Fish and Game Warden shall charge for such license the 
sum of twenty-five dollars ($25 00), to be turned in to the State Game 
fund; such license shall be taken out annually and shall expire on 
March 31st of each year Such person shall on the first day of each 
month make a written report to the State Game Warden of all the 
articles of game, the kind and number of each, by whom owned, the 
residence of owner, received during the past month, also of all arti- 
cles having been shipped during this time, and to whom and where 
shipped and by whom and owner's address Such report shall be made 
upon blanks furnished by the State Game Warden Any failure to 
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make report as herein required, shall be ground for the revosation of 
the license. Any person who shall engage in or conduct a business of 
taxidermy without first having obtained such license or who shall 
continue in such business after the revocation of such license shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor.. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons, company or corporation, or agent or employee of such eofn- 
pany or corporation to sell, offer or expose for sale, r have in his, its 
or their possession for the purpose of selling or offering for sale any 
species of fish or birds protected by this Act, or any part of the car- 
casses of any of the protected animals mentioned in this Act at any 
time of the year, and any such person or persons, company or cor- 
poration, agent or employe having in his, its or their possession any 


of the protected animals or fish herein nientioned for the purpose of 


selling the same shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, except as pro- 
vided in Section 3 of this Act. 

We further recommend that in line 97 on page 14 of the printed bill 
after the word “section”, and before the word “that,” the figure 5 
be stricken out and the figure 7 be inserted in Heu thereof.

Message From the Governor. 


The following message was receiyed from the Governor: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives, Mr. Speaker and Gentle- 
men of the House: ö 

Several bills have been passed during the present Session making 
appropriations to par- in part far the building of bridges in certain 
localities in the State. These bills usuilly preseribe the exact point at 
which the contemplated bridge is to be created. I can readily see 
where, in some cases, certain latitude should be allowed the State 
Engineer and the Bridge Commissioner jointly to change the place 
of erection of such bridge. This latitude should be fived by statute 
so as not to permit a different location to exceed a certain stated dis- 
tance from the place originally contemplated. My attention has been 
especially called to one bill of this kind where a mistake was made 
and where the bridge, if constructed in the exact location named, 
would not as well serve the interests of the people generally as it 
would to change its location a short distance. Every contemplated 
bridge should be subject to the same conditions. I can see no good 
reason why this latitude should not be allowed, and respectfully sug- 
gest the passage of an Act so permitting. 

I desire again at this time to call attention to my former sugges- 
tion that before any appropriation made for roads or bridges shall 
be made available for the purpose intended, that the Board of County 
Commissioners of the county wherein such bridge or road is lo- 
cated, shall, by resolution spread on the minutes of the Board, agree 
to maintain and keep in repair such road or bridge; and, in the event 
a road to which assistance is given by the State, Hes in more than 
one county, that the County Commissioners of each county affected 
shall agree, by resolution spread on their minutes, to maintain and 
keep in repair such road within the county limits; and, where a 
bridge to which State aid has been given, lies across a stream divid- 
ing two counties, the Boards of County Commissioners of each of 
said counties shall agree by resolution spread upon their minutes, to 
maintain one-half of the bridge, or, by some arrangements made 
between them and spread upon the minutes of each Board, provision 
shall be made for the mainterance and repair of such bridge by one 
or the other, or both, of the counties affected. My reason for being 
so urgent in this matter is the fact that heretofcre several roads and 
bridges built af the expense of the State or Territory of Idaho, have 
become dilapidated and out of repair and practically lost so far as 
any benefit to the people is concerned, by contentions on the part 
of the Board of County Commissioners wherein situated, that such 
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roads and bridges belong to the State and, therefore, the counties 
are not bound to keep them up.

Message From the Governor. 


Mr. Spenker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

I herewith return to you without my approval House Bill No. 203, 
substitute for House Bill No. 125, by Davis, Edgington and Bradley, en- 
tidied: 

“An Act compelling the removal of signs and all other advertising 
matter whith serve to advertise the saloon bus mess 1 m puldings 
which have been used for saloon purposes and which are located withe 
in territory in which the sale of intoxicating liquor as a beverage 18 
now or shall hereafter be prohibited by law; and providing penalties’ 
for the violation thereof.” 

Section 1 of this Act prescribed that in the prohibition counties of 
the state, 

“Any person or persons, firm, company or corporation, owning any 
puilding, saloon, store or other place m which intoxicating liquor as a 
beverage was formerly or is now sold * must within sixty days 
after the passage and approval of this Act * è remove, or 
Cause to be removed, from such building, saloon, store or other place, 
all signs, pictures, paintings, placards or other advertising matter of 
any nature whatsoever which serve to advertise the saloon business,” 
ete. 

And Section 2 prescribes that any such person or persons, firm, 
empany or corporation, failing to comply with the provisions of this 
-\ct shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and the failure to com- 
ply with these provisions shall be deemed a separate and distinct of- 
fense for each day after the expiration of sixty days from the passage 
of this Act. It will be noticed from the reading of this bill that it is 
the owner only of the building that is guilty of the erime. There are 
very few buildings used for business purposes in any of our cities or 
towns but what are occupied by tenants under a lease, and the usual 
lease gives such tenant the absolute possession of such buildings un- 
der certain conditions and restrictions, none of which conditions and 
restrictions as a usual thing would give any power under the provisions 
of this Act for the owner to take possession of the buildings for the 
purpose of removing objectionable signs. If the Legislature deems it 
advisable to pass an Act of this kind, the party in possession of the 
building, as a tenant or lessee, should be the person made guilty of 
the crime mentioned. Such tenant or lessee alone, as a general thing, 
would have the right to put up or take down signs of any kind, and 
in ease of a violation of the law such tenant or lessee would be the real 
guilty party. By the provisions of the bill, the really guilty party is 
held harmless and is not ginity of a crime at all, while the owner of 
the building, whether such owner be a home or foreign corporation, 
company, firm or individual, is made guilty. Many of the persons and 
corporations owning buildings in the State leased for a term of years 
or of months, do not reside within the State, and still, under the pro- 
visions of this proposed law, such person or corporation is guilty of 
a crime if an objectionable sign is maintained in ar about such build- 
ing by the tenant over whose actions they have no control, and such 
person or corporation is made guilty of the crime of maintaining such 
signs while the really guilty party goes harmless, Not only that, 
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but every day that the sign is maintained is a new and distinct of- 
fengse, ang, under the terms of this bill, such owner could be con- 
victed of a. hundred offenses in regard to a matter over which he had 
no control and of which he had no knowledge, while the responsible 
parties could not he held liable. Great hardship could easily be 
worked upon an owner under such circumstances, especially if the 
tenant or legsee desired to harass such owner 

Leaving out the ahove matters, which I think you will agree with 
me are fatal, and which undoubtedly escaped your notice when the 
bill passed your-Honorable Body, I believe the bill in question should 
not become a law even if it provided for the punishment of the really 
guilty party, because it would undoubtedly in prohibition territory 
cause to be destroyed evidence of great value to the prosecuting attor- 
ney in case of violation of the liquor traffic. Any old prosecutor can 
readily see that a sign of the kind mentioned in the bill maintamed 
on or in buildings where it was charged a defendant was unlaw- 
fully selling liquors, would of itself and in itself be the strongest kind 
of proof of guilt. I think you will agree that in many cases it would 
make a conviction possible where otherwise the prosecution could not 
be maintained. ‘ 

The policy of prosecuting a corporation, association or firm for an 
offense of this kind is dubtful and I dubt whether the bill in this re- 
spect would be effective. Other reasons suggest themselves to me why 
this kind of legislation should not be favorably considered, but I be- 
Heve I have instanced enough reasons to satisfy you as to the cor- 
rectness of my conclusions.

Report of Select Committees. 

Representative Glennon, member! of the committee appointed un- 
der Senate Joint Resolution No. 5, to confer with officers of the Gov- 
ernment at Washington, D. C., submitted the following report: 

To the Legislature of the State of Idaho, Eleventh Session: Hon, 
Lewis H. Sweetser, President of the Senate; Hon. Charles D. 
Storey, Speaker of the House: 

Your committee appointed under Senate Joint Resolution No, 5 to 
confer with officers of the Government at Washington, D. C., with 
respect to the adjustment of State land grants, respectfully report 
that we have conferred at Washington, D. C., with President Taft, 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, Secretary of the Interior Ballinger, 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior Pierce, Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham, Chief Forester Graves, and other officers of the Government 
and requested that fhe State of Idaho be allowed to proceed with the 
selection of public lands in satisfaction of its grants where the State 
applied for the survey and advanced the cost thereof prior to the 
inclusion of the lands within forest reservations, and that all further 
prozeedings adverse to the State of Idaho be suspended until a final 
determination is made, 

We clearly showed that by depriving the State of the right to com- 
plete these selections, the State would not be able to find other public 
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tands to fill its grants, to the great detriment, of the State and its 
common schools, and that the construction placed upon the procla- 
mations establishing forest reservations by the Attorney-General was 
erroneous and inequitable. 

After hearing and considering the matter, the President expressed 
his belief that it was inequitable to depriva the State of the right to 
complete its selections of public lands, and that ıt was not the in- 
tention of the President in establishing forest reservations to deprive 
the State of any vested or equitable rights, and the President directed 
that all mecessary steps be taken to enable the State to proceed with 
its selections of suzh public lands in fulfillment of grants hereto- 
fore made the State by Congress. The Chief Forester, who was pres- 
ent at the time, and Secretary Wilson afterwards acquiesced in these 
suggestions and directions of the President, and are now engaged in 
preparing the way for the State to complete its selections. 

On February 17, 1911, Chief Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
Pierce, by direction of the Secretary, made an order in writing post- 
poning until April 15, 1911, the promulgation and final determination 
of all cases involving the question of the right of the State to make 
these selections. 

The attention of your Committee was called to the language used 
by the Supreme Court of Idaho in the decision of the case of Balder- 
son vs, Brady (.....-Idaho...... ), which language could be con- 
strued as denying the power of the State to exchange Sections 16 and 
36 belonging to the State, in forest reservations, for other public lands 
of equal area and value, and it was suggested that in order to have a 
complete and final adjustment of the question, a suit or other proceed- 
ing be commenced to test the validity of Senate Bill No. 47 of the 
„Eleventh Session, involving the right of the State to make such ex- 

changes. * 

The President, the Secretary of Agriculture, the Secretary of the 
Interior and the Chief Forester each expressed the view that it would 
be advantageous both to the State and Nation for the State to ex- 
change its scattered holdings of Sections 16 and 36 throughout the 
forest reservations in the State for a compact body or bodies of other 
public lands within the forest reservations, and that if the State de- 
sired to make such an exchange, the exchange could be effeeted either 
by modification of the proclamations establishing forest reservations, 
or by an Act of Congress. 

A bill has passed the House of Representatives and is now pending 
in the Tnited States Senate authorizing states to exchange their lands 
m forest reservations for reasonably compact bodies of other public 
lands in forest reservations. While in Washington, we urged our 
Representatives in the United States Senate to secure the early pass- 
age of this bill which, in our opinion, would be to the great benefit 
of the State. 

While were were present in Washington, another bill was passed 
through the United States Senate and is now pending in the House of 

‘Representatives providing for the elimination from forest reservations 
of Iands included therein for which the State of Idaho has made prior 
application for survey. The relief sought by this bili in aid of the 
State will be accomplished by the order of the President heretofore 
mentioned. 

On arriving in Washington, D. C., we first called on all of our Re- 
presentatives in Congress and were enabled through the assistance of 
Mr. Addison T. Smith, Secretary to Senator Heyburn, to secure early, 
prompt and repeated conferences with the officers of the Government, 
and found everywhere prevailing among the officers of the general 
Government a spirit and disposition to deal fairly with the State in 
securing the grants of public lands in aid of our common schools and 
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public institutions, and are under obligations to our Representatives 
in Congress for many acts of assistance and kindness shown us while 
in Washington. 

We recommend that in order to secure a complete adjustment of the 
State’s rights and a speedy and final determination of the power of 
the State Board of Land Commissioners to exchange Sections 16 and 
36 in place for other public lands of like area and value, that the 
opinion of the Supreme Court should be sought and procured at an 
early date. É

Messages From the Governor, 

Mr, Speaker and gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

Upon yesterday through inadvertence I signed House Bill No. 285, by 
Mr, Davis, “An Act prescribing a penalty for escapes from the State 
Penintentigry, and declaring an emergency.” 

The necessity of making an escape from the penintentiary a punish- 
able crime is apparent to all who have considered the subject, and has 
especially impressed itself upon all the members of the Prison Board. 
The Act in question was intended to remedy defects in the existing 
law. I have serious doubts, however, with reference to its efficiency. 
Sactign 6311, Revised Codes, provides that a felony is a crime pun- 
ishable with death or by imprisonment in the State Penitentiary. Bece 
prisonment in the State Penitentiary not exceeding five (5) years, or 
hy fine not exceeding Five Thousand Dollars ($5,060), or by both such 
fine and imprisonment, If this bill had simply defined an escape as a, 
felony there would have been no doubt but what Section 6312 applies, 
but Section 1 of the bill simply says: 

“Every person confined in the State Penitentiary for a term less 
than for life, who escapes therefrom is punishable by imprisonment 
in the State Penitentiary for a term not less than one year, said second 
term of imprisonment to commence at the time he would otherwise 
have been discharged from the penitentiary.” 

The minimum of imprisonment then for this offense is for one 
year. The maximum penalty is not fixed at all by the Act, nor is 
any fine provided for. I doubt very much, therefore, whether Section 
6312 of the Revised Codes will apply. This makes the Act very in- 
definite and uncertain and might result in its being declared invalid. 
The offense should have been simply declared as a felony, punishable 
ga are other felonies, or a maximum term of imprisonment should 
heyd bean imposed. It might be intended from the bill as it reads 
that the court would have power to punish an escape by imprison~ 
ment for five (5) years, ten (10) years or for life, but this is somewhat 
doubtful. The matter is of so much importance that I do not think we 
should take any chances of having the bill declared invalid by the 
courts, and as it has now, by reason of being signed, become a statute 
of the State, in order to cure the defect mentioned, I would ask that 
you immediately amend it by prescribing the maximum term of im- 
prisonment, or by leaving out all reference to imprisonment and simply 
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making an escape a felony punishable under the statutes as they for- 
merly existed. ~

Message From the Governor. 

The following message was received from the Governor. 
Mr Sneaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

I have ths day approved House Bill No, 71, by the Committee on 
Banks and Banking, being “An Act providing for the appointment of a 
State Bank Commissioner, prescribing his qualifications,” etc 

I made careful examination of the provisions of this Act, and, while 
in some respects it does not altogether coincide with my views, taken 
as a whole, I consider it one of the most important and necessary 
Acts passed during the present Session of the Legislature There is 
one omission, however, that has been made, and to which I conceive it 
my duty to call your attention Section 31 reads: 

“Bvery corporation formed under this Act must within one month 
after filing articles of incorporation, adopt a code of by-laws for its 
government, not inconsistent with the laws of Congress of this State, 
ete. 

It is evident that a clause has been interpollated in the part of Sec- 
tion 81 referred to, or the word “and” has been omitted after the 
word Congress While the courts, if ever called upon, which very 
likely they will be, to interpret this section of the law, would probably 
supply the omitted word, yet every Act of the Legislature should be 
complete of itself and in itself and an ommission of this kind or the 
interpollation of a clause, if such is the case, makes the reading awk- 
ward, even if it does not render the meaning doubtful, and I consider 
it the duty of the executive in the consideration of à bill of this kind 
to call the attention of the Legislature to such omission or interpolla- 
tion. If the matter is of sufficient importance in the judgment of your 
Honorable Body to require further attention, I would suggest an 
amendment to be at once proposed and passed under suspension of the 
rules perfecting this bill in this matter to which your attention has 
been called.

‘When any person shall apply to vote at any election, one of the 
judges of election shall deliver to the voter a ballot and shall, at the 
same time, write thereon, in the proper place, in figures, with ink, the 
number of votes which such person is entitled to vote, as shown by the 
registrars list, and the voter shall immediately and without leaving 
the room where such election is being held, prepare the ballot by 
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crossing out either the word “Yes” or the word No“ as he may desire 
10 vote upon any question or questions submitted, and also by writing 
on the lines prepared therefar on said ballot the name or names of 
the person, or persons for whom he desires to vote for directors, and 
shall then return his ballot to the judges of election, who shall deposit 
it in the ballot box.

Section 3. That Section 2376 of the Revised Codes of Idaho be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 2376. Such election shall be conducted as nearly as prac- 
ticable in accordance with fhe general laws of the State: Provided, 
That a substantial compliance with the form of the ballot herein re- 
quired shall be sufficient and that the provisions of the election laws, 
as to the form and distribution of the ballets, shall not apply.

Section 2379. The secretary of the district shall give notice of all

Whereas, The Coeur d'Alene Indian Reservation was opened to entry 
and settlement on May 2, 1910, to those citizens whose rights to select 
homesteads therein had been previously determimed by drawing. 

Whereas, Certain of these homesteaders made their selections on 
land bordering on the St. Joe river within said reservation, having tak- 
en up about sixty-five hundred acres. 

Whereas, A temporary easement which had been granted by a for- 
mer Secretary of the Interior, permitting the flooding of these landa 
along the St. Joe river has been revoked by the present Secretary of 
the Interior, but as yet no steps have been taken by the officials of the 
National Government to afford adequate relief to those homesteaders 
whose homes and health have been put in jeopardy on account of this 
temporary grant, 

Whereas, The testimony taken at the hearing ordered by the Secrer 
tary of the Interior upon.the matter of revoking this easement and 
now on file in his office, will show the conditions which now confront 
these homesteaders, but unless prompt and immediate relief is given 
they will not be able to do scarcely, if any, tilling of the soil this 
spring, and in some cases none at all, owing to the flooding of these 
lands, and also preventing them from making those improvements re- 
quired under the homestead laws, and cannot maintain themselves or 
their families as a result of these conditions. 

Now, Therefore, Your Memorialist earnestly urges that relief be 
granted to these homesteaders by virtue of the executive power vested 
in you as President of the United States of America, and your mem- 
orialist will ever pray.

Message From the Governor. 
March 4. 1911. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: Mr. Speaker and Gen- 
tlemen of the House of Representatives: 

Qvershadowing in its importance all matters to which your atten- 
tion has been called during the present session, more important in its 
bearing upon the future of our State than any other matter presented 
for your consideration, is the curse of low valuations and high taxa- 
tion which has prevailed for many years past in Idaho. The ridicu- 
lously low valuation of $127,000,000 shown by our assessment rolls 
and the almost criminally high rate of four and five per cent taxation 
in most of our counties has done in the past, is doing at the present 
and will do in the future more to retard the development of our re- 
sources and prevent proper increase in our population than all other 
evils combined. That this lamentable condition of affairs should be 
remedied is appreciated by every citizen who has given the matter his 
or her careful attention and earnest thought. No tangible reason can 
be urged against the much needed reform of our financial system 
other than the fact that under an unwise provision of our Constitution 
the bonded indebtedness of the State may be increased in proportion 
ta the increase in property valuations. Remedy this objection and no 
thinking citizen of our State will object to proper valuations of tax- 
able property and a corresponding decrease in our tax rate. The peo- 
ple of the State must be guarded from imprudent legislation which 
may cripple our financial standing in the future, provided our assessed 
valuation is increased as by law required and the amount of bonded 
indebtedness that can be incurred is not limited. The matter is of 
such vast importance to all of the people of Idaho that I feel it in- 
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cumbent upon me in the last hours of the session to repeat that which 
on three occasions I have already referred to in messages, and ask 
Fou to present a constitutional amendment, to be voted upon at the 
next general election, limiting the bonded indebtedness of the State, 
outside of the territorial indebtedness and the Capitol Building bonds, 
to a certain fixed figure. I have heretofore suggested two million 
dollars as being a proper figure, but if any other figure than this 
would more likely meet with your approbation, then extend the 
amount, but fix it with certainty. The laws of Idaho have been vio- 
lated by every officer entrusted with the assessment and collection of 
taxes for many years, and this violation of law has so been done as 
a matter of course that we find our different county officers meeting 
annually together and solemnly determining to what extent they will 
violate the provisions of our Civil Codes, and in what degree they will 
make themselves amendable to our Criminal Statutes. Formulate 
and pass a proposed amendment of this Kind and there is not a 
shadow of doubt but what the people of the State will with practical 
unanimity vote in its favor. Give me, as Governor of this State, this 
excuse for enforcing the already existing laws of the State, if an 
excuse is necessary on the part of a public officer to enforce any law, 
and by the year 1912 we will have a valuation of at least $500,000,000 
on our assessment roll, even if I am compelled to exercise the power 
vested in me by the Constitution and the Statutes, and remove every 
county officer connected with our revenues from his position and 
“prosecute such officer for violation of the Criminal Code. 
It may be urged that under the mill tax rate system already enacted, 
a great increase in our taxable property would necessarily increase the 
funds devoted to certain educational purposes. We must expect, how- 
ever, in every great reform, some temporary inconvenience and some 
slight wrong possibly inflicted. Such a course would not result in loss 
either to the state or to the taxpayer, because if a greater fund should 
be accumulated than would be needed it could be devoted for the pur- 
pose for which raised in subsequent years, and the tax rate correspond- 
ingly diminished. Nor could it be said that idle money would accum- 
ulgte, as, under our present system, the amount on hand would neces- 
sarily be loaned by our State Treasurer: ae 
I appeal to you for the last time for this great reform; this proposed 
amendment which will undoubtedly give the sought for relief; and 
beg of you to excuse my persistency in this matter by reason of my 
intense desire to put the State of Idaho upon a proper financial basis.

The Eleventh Session of the Legisiature of this State in a few 
brief moments will be brought te a close, and it is appropriate that 
in severing my official relations with your Honorable Body that I 
earnestly exprees to you my satisfaction and appreciation of the 
courtesies uniformly extended to me throughout the entire session 
by your presiding officers, each and every of your members and 
your employes as well.

Upon no occasion have I 
sought to influence your judgment or secure the passage or defeat 
of any given measure by undue influence privately suggested or in- 
ference rightfully drawn that my action as Governor upon certain 
questions would be controlled in any degree by your method of 
treating matters which I thought to be of vital interest. My opinions 
upon questions before you have been uniformly called to your at- 
tention through public messages and not by individual persuasion, 
and I am glad to say that upon no occasion has your Honorable 
Body sought, or any individial member of your body sought, to in- 
fluence my action upon any given measure by either express or im- 
plied theats with reference to any matter upon which I have ex- 
pressed to you my convictions and desires. While some things have 
been done which I would have preferred to have been left undone 
and while other matters have not met with your approbation which, 
to my mind, should have been accomplished, I am thoroughly satis- 
fied such disagreement has resulted from honest convictions upon 
the part of each of us and not from desire for personal or political 
advantage, -

your respective homes a grateful constituency will extend to each of 
you their thanks for duties well performed and their renewed con- 
fidence in both your intelligence and your integrity of purpose.

Report of Special Investigating Committec. 
To the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives: 
Gentlemen 

We, your committee appointed under the provisions of House Con- 
current Resolution No. 2 to investigate such charges as might be filed 
against State Officials and employes holding offize during preceding 
administrations, beg leave to submit the following report: 

Under the terms of the resolution, the filing of charges was limited 
to the Governor or members of the Legislature, and the following 
charges were filed by the members of the Legislature named herein: 

1. A charge against the Gooding Land Board with reference to the 
sale of certain lands to the Washington Water Power Company, filed 
by Senators Kerns and Macbeth. 

2. Various charges against the Brady Land Board in connection 
with the construction ar the Mackay dam, file.! by Senator Macbeth. 

3. Charges against former Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Miss S. Belle Chamberlain, and Miss May Scott, in connection with the 
sale of certain lands by them to the Payette Lumber Company, filed 
by Representative Kerby. 

4. Charges against the Brady Land Board in connection with the 
lease of certain lands in Fremont County, filed by Representative 
Hutton. 

3. Charges against former Governor Gooding in connection with 
the Carey Act opening of certain lands on the Emmett Bench, filed by 
Representative Hutton. 

In addition to the foregoing, there were certain charges filed by 
Representative Hutton against certain members of the present and 
preceding Land Boards in the matter of the acquisition by them dur- 
ing their term of office of Carey Act lands. 

This last named charge was not investigated by the Committee for 
the reason that no one appeared to press or present the charge, and 
for the further reason that it appeared to the Committee that the only 
question involved in this matter was the question of the legality of 
the transaction by which there lands were acquired. The ownership 
or acquisition of the lands being admitted, and there being no evidence 
to show that this acquisition was in any way tinged with graft or cor- 
ruption, it appeared to the Committee that the single question of the 
legality of the transaction by which these lands were acquired was a 
question for the couris rather than for your investigating committee 
to determine. 

Case I. 

In the matter of the sale of certain lands belonging to the State, in 
this case the charge is in substance that the Governor and Register 
of the State of Idaho in December, 1908, without authority of law, 
and in violation of the terms of the Idaho Admission Bill, and the 
Constitution of the State of Idaho, executed and delivered to the 
Washington Water Power Company, a foreign corporation, 574.06 
acres of State lands at less than $6.00 per acre. 
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We tind from the evidence that on November 12, 1903, the Wash- 
ington Water Power Company forwarded to M. I Church, Register 
of the Land Board, a check for $3,427.95, for a perpetual easement to 
overflow, back and hold water upon portions of Sections 16 and 36, 
Townships 48 and 43, Ranges 2, 3 and £ West, Boise Meridian, belong- 
ing to the State. 

A brief statement of the facts as established in evidence is as fol- 
lows: 7 

The land in question was desired by the Washington Water Power 
Company for reservoir purposes in connection with a dam constructed 
by them or power purposes. The land had been appraised in part 
at least, prior to its transfer, to the company named and at prices 
ranging from two and one-half to fifteen dollars an acre. The con- 
tract by which this transfer was made recites that a perpetual ease- 
ment is transferred to the company, the fee in the lands remaining 
in the State. The price realized by the State for this so called per- 
petual easement was the appraised value of the Iands. It was testi- 
fied by the Attorney General, who was a member of the Land Board 
at this particular time, that in his opinion, and he so advised Governor 
Gooding, the Washington Water Power Company could have con- 
demned this land in the courts by right of eminent domain and by 
this process have acquired an absolute right and title thereto. There 
was no evidence that these lands had been applied for by other parties 
but the evidence did show that much if not the greater part of these 
jJands had little if any value except for reservoir purposes. í 

As a conclusion in this case the committee reports that it does not 
feel called upon to pass upon the question of the legality of the con- 
tract by which the particular right claimed by the Washington Water 
Power Company was transferred, or to any other legal question con- 
nected therewith such, for instance, as the right to accept for this 
Jand less than ten dollars per acre. These are questions which must 
ultimately be passed unon by the courts and it is understood that 
cases are now pending in the Supreme Court which will fully de- 
termine the questions involved, and, if the contract is reacinded, the 
State whl not be the loser for the reason that by the terms of the 
contract itself, the State is now, as it has heretofore been, the owner 
of the fee for these lands. 

The one point to be emphasized in connection with this case is the 
fact that although the Land Board may have heen mistaken as to its 
power in the matter of granting this perpetual easement, there is no 
evidence of any nature to indicate that the transaction, in so far as 
the Land Board was concerned, was in any manner tainted with 
graft or corruption.

Case H. 

This case involves what has come to be popularly known through- 
out the State as the “Mackay Dam Charges.” These charges were pre- 
sented to the Investigating Committee by the Citizens’ Committee of 
Mackay and the committee listened to a very full presentation of the 
evidence against the Land Board and its individual members. Stated 
briefly, the citizens of Mackay charged that the members of the Land 
Board during the administration of ex-Governor Brady were guilty of 
official misconduct and neglect of duty in that they approved of the lo- 
cation of the dam of the Big Lost River Project upon an unsuitable 
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i r dam site; that they allowed the dam to be coratructed 
e and inadequate specifications, and that they aid not 
see to it that the dam was constructed according to the specificatiors 

d. 

— the facts as established in evidence, the committee finds that 
the construction of this particular project had been in contemplation 
for = considerable time prior to the final making of the contract under 
which work was finally begun on the present site, located something 
more than three miles up the valley of the Big Lost River above the 
town of Mackay. ‘Without reciting at length the details of the con- 
templated construction, it may be stated that the dam was intended 
to be constructed 30 as to impound water to a depth of one hundred 
ten feet and that the dam as now constructed to the point of which 
further work was prohibited by the Land Board will not impound wa- 
ter to a greater depth than nineteen or twenty feet. As the work on 
this dam progressed, the citizens of Mackay appear to have become 
alarmed for the safety of the town and the lives and property of its 
citisens because of the fact that, as they believed, the dam was being 
improperly constructed upon an insecure foundation. This general 
alarm grew and increased until in July, 1310, the citizens of Mackay 
employed Mr. J. B. Lippincott, an eminent engineer of Los Angeles, 
California, to examine and report upon this construction with special 
reference to its safety in case it should be finally completed long the 
lines that had been begun and under the specifications that had been 
accepted by the Land Board. Mr. Lippincott reported adversely upon 
the safety of the dam as contempiated and in due time this report was 
communicated to the Governor as President of the Land Board. The 
Lippincott investigation was quickly followed by a similar investigation 
made by a boerd of engineers appointed by the Land Board in con- 
junction with the Citizens’ Committee of Mackay and the report of this 
beard corroborated the report of Mr. Lippincott. As a result of these 
investigations and the facts which were thus brought to the attention 
of the Land Board, further work on the Mackay dam was suspended 
and remains suspended until the present time. Not being satisfied 
with the safety of the dam az at present constructed, and in the con- 
dition in which it was at the time work was suspended thereon, the 
citizens of Mackay then demanded and are still demanding that an 
adequate spillway be constructed at the present height of the dam in 
order to care for and control the flood of waters of the river. 

The necessity of this spillway seems to have been conceded by Gov- 
ernor Brady, as a member of the Land Board, and promises were 
made by him to the citizens of Mackay that it would be constructed 
as soon as possibile. At the time of making these promises, Mr. Brady 
seems to haye been under the impression that the cost of this con- 
struction eould be met out of the Carey Act funds of the State, but he 
later learned that such use of these funds would not be legal and he 
was forced to wait until the necessary appropriation could be made by 
the Legislature. The sum of ten thousand dollars has been so appro- 
priated, and it is understood that the spillway is to be constructed as 
soon as posible amd in time to care for the spring floods. 

With reference to the construction of this spillway, an unfortunate 
misunderstanding arose between the citizens of Mackay and the Land 
Board. Because the spillway was not at onze constructed the people 
of Mackay seem to have believed that the Land Board was negligent 
in the performance of its duis, even if not guilty of culpable miscon- 
duct in office. The fact that the spillway could not be constructed out 
of any funds then under the control of the Land Board, but that the 
matter would of necessity have to wait for the action of the Legisla- 
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ture, does not seem to have been made entirely clear to the people of 
Mackay, and on the other hand the actions, attitude and conduct of 
these same citizens would lend color to the conciusion that, in their 
opinion, the Governor and the Land Board had nothing else to do at 
this particular time than to attend to the matter of this particular 
dam. The fact that the Land Board at this time had something like 
forty or more other Carey Act projects under its supervision, in addi- 
tion to multifarious duties on other boards and in other capacities, 
seems to have entirely escaped the good citizens of Mackay, who were 
intent only on their own business and, as they believed, their own 
safety. 

If this m.sunderstanding had been avoided, the committee believes 
that muth of the crimination and recrimination that has been indulged 
in in this matter would have appeared as unnecessary even to the par- 
ties from whom it has sprung. 

The co ttee does not feel competent nor called upon to express 
any opinion as to the engincering questions involved in this affair. 
The feasibility of the project, the adequacy of the specifications, the 
possibility of future staple construction on the present site, are all 
questions which must be seitled by trained enginters and not by lay- 
men, Neither do we believe that important as these questions un- 
doubtedly are, ther are as important to the people of the State of 
Idaho as the question as to whether or not the trusted servants of the 
Pecple have been derelict in the performance of the duty imposed 
upon them. In order to pass upon this question it is necessary to ex- 
amine somewhat the law under which the Land Board operates in the 
performance of its duty in the matter af its supervision of Carey Act 
projects. It seems to have been the purpose of the law under which 
these projects were managed to allow the construction companies the 
widest possible latitude in the building of their diversion and reclama- 
tion sxstems. In order to finance one of these large projects, an im- 
mense amount of money has to be raised by the sale of bonds, and 
the companies, because of the fact that before water is actually deliv- 
ered can collect from the settlers only a small fraction of the cost of 
the work, and because of the further fat that before the completed 
work can be turned over to the State or to the settlers under the pro- 
ject it must be demonstrated that the works have been successfully 
constructed, usually only rely upon the advice of the highest priced. 
and most experienced engineers of the country. For these reasons it 
may be that these companies would be Iosih to engage in such costly 
construction if the Land Board were given too much power in the 
way of actually supervising and controlling the work of construction 
through the medium of such men as the State can secure for its serv- 
ice by the small salaries that the law allows to be paid. But be this 
as it may, the fact remains that the law. as presented te the commitiee 
by the counsel employed by the committee to conduct this case, seems 
to have invested the Land Board with but very limited powers along 
the lines indicated and ta have placed upon them limited duties in 
the matter of actual supervision and control during the period of ac- 
tual construction, requiring them. however, to pass carefully upon the 
character of the completed structure before it is turned over ta the 
Settlers under the project. 

Applying the law and the facts of the case under consideration, the 
committee finds that the Land Board in this case not only performed 
its fall duty under the law, as the same was presented to the commit- 
tee, but actually went further than the law required them to do in the 
way of actual supervision of the work. As an instance in point it 
might be mentioned that the law does not require the Board to em- 
ploy inspectors to keep it informed of the progress and character of 
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the work on these various projects, but that the Board actually did 
employ such inspectors who were required to submit, for the informa- 
tion of the State Engineer and the Land Board, frequent reports of the 
progress and character of the work on the Carey Act projects of the 
State. ` 

Tf it be contended by the citizens of the State or by the investing 
public that, notwithstanding these precautions, a mistake was actually 
made in this project, the committee feels impelled to say that errors 
of one kind or another are made in all callings and professions, and 
that, considering the number of these projects in the State, and the 
immense amount of money that has been expended in their construc- 
tion, and considering the fact that this is the only project which has 
not been a complete success, we may well feel fortunate if the engl- 
neering mistakes of the future shall be as limited as they have been in 
the past. 2 : 

In this connection it might be stated that the members of the Land 
Board are not engineers, that they are not supposed to have the nec- 
essary technical skill and knowledge to enable them to pass upon all 
the questions that inevitably arise in connection with works of this 
character, and that they must in consequence depend upon the judg- 
ment and reports of others. In this view of the case, if it ia shown 
that the Land Board acted with reasonable diligence on the reports 
and representations made to them; if they sought to have corrected 
the various defects that were brought to their attention; if they took 
necessary and reasonable steps to keep themselves informed of the 
progress and character of the work; if they finally stopped the work 
when they learned that it was actually unsafe as it was being con- 
structed, and if there should be no evidence or any intimation even 
of graft or corruption in the construction of this work, the commit- 
tee feels that all good citizens must unite with it In its opinion that 
the charge of malfeasance in office against the Land Board in this 
case falls to the ground. 

All these things and more have been actually shown by the 
testimony in thk. case to the credit of the Land Board, and the com- 
mittee feels that however unfortunate it may be to the State that 
the construction of this most important project was not a success, 
and however unfortunate it might prove to be that the honest alarm 
of the citizens of Mackey led them to publish far and wide the 
facts of this case as seen by them, it is none the less the conclusion 
of the committee that the citizens of Mackay were without justiflea- 
tion in their contention that the members of the Land Board have 
been guilty of willful misconduct in office in this matter.

Case H. 


In this case it was charged that former State Superintendents of 
Public Instruction, Miss S. Belle Chamberlain and Miss May Scott, 
while holding office under the State, improperly acquired each a 
timber claim which they later sold to the Payette Lumber Company. 
At the hearing of this case, and In the absence of the parties men- 
tioned, it developed that there was absolutely no evidence to show 
that the acquisition of these claims was in any way unlawful or 
that the sale to the Payette Lumber Company was in any way un- 
lawful. The Committee can only report, therefore, in this case that 
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the charges were wholly unsubstantiated and, so far as the commit- 

tee was able to learn, wholly unfounded in fact,

4 Case IV. 

The case which is commonly referred to as the Fremont County 
Land Lease case was heard by the Committee, largely upon the 
records and files in the case and explanations of the present State 
Land Commissioner. 


The charges in this case were to the general effect that the State 


Land Board had acted improperly in the matter of the leases made 
of the large State holdings in Fremont County, and that the Board 
was guilty of discrimination against those who desired to lease this 
land for agricultural purposes and in favor of certain sheepmen 
commonly known as the “Big Four.” 

The evidence brought out at this hearing established the fact that 
the leases of the land in Fremont County made during the preceding 
administration resulted in a very largely increased revenue to the 
School fund of the State for this particular source: that in the leas- 
ing of these lands the Board attempted to reserve as much land as 
would in all probability be required for agricultural purposes; that of 
the lands thus reserved about four thousand acres has never been 
applied for: that the remaining portion of the land not leased for 
swricuitural purposes has been leased for grazing purposes at a uni- 

— of seven and one-half cents per acre; that the contract 
by Winva this graxing lease is made provides for the ranging privi- 
legez heretofore enjoyed by the settlers in the vicinity of the leased 
lands; that there was no competition among grazers for the lease of 
the grazing lands, no dissatisfaction and no protests; that in the 
leasing of agricultural lands the only question that ever presented 
itself to the Land Commissioner for adjustment was that of an oc- 
casional double application for the lease of some certain legal sub- 
divisions of land; that in such cases, in view of the fact that there 
was much more land to lease than applied for, the matter was usual- 
ly settled by allowing the applicants to settle the matter between 
themselves by arbitration or agreement, with the understanding, 
however, that, unless they would so settle, land must be put 
up at auction and leased to the highest bidder; that, in view of the 
fact that there was more land to lease than applied for, the only 
thing necessary to do in case of a double application would be for 
ane of the applicants to make application for other land, and that, 
as a consequence, it could not be expected that even if put up at 
auction a bidder would be willing to pay more than the uniform 
leasing price of fifteen cents per acre. 

In the matter of the renewal of the grazing lease, it seems that 
the matter of the renewal of the lease was taken up with the Land 
Board in May, 1910, whereas the lease itself did not expire until De- 
cember. The testimony shows that the Board decided in May that, 
when the time came in December for the renewal of the lease, the 
renewal would be made if conditions remained the same and if no 
objections thereto should arise in the meantime. The minutes of the 
Board made at this time read, however, as though the lease were 
actually decided on and made at this time, whereas the testimony 
of the Board is to the effect that the lease could not have been made 
at this time nar before the old lease expired in December. ‘The 
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minutes of the Board at its December meeting corroborates this 
testimony and shows that at this time the matter of the renewal of 
the lease was taken up and that the Board deliberated upon it for 
A part of two days. It may he of interest to note that under the law 
the lessees had 4 priorf right of thirty days to a renewal of these 
leases, and that no one suffered by such renewal. This point is 
further emphasised by the fact that there has never been any ob- 
jection or any complaint by any rival grazers over the renewal of 
these leases, : 

In view of these and other facts of a similar nature that the 
Committee sees no necessity of setting out in full, we report in this 
ease that, not only is there no evidence to establish malfeasance in 
office in connection with these leases, but, on the other hand, the 
Committee feels that th Board—and especially the State Land Com- 
misioner—may well feel proud of the administration of these lands 
in a manner which has brought such splendid revenue to the school 
funds of the State. 


Case ¥. 

In this case it was charged that Former Governor Frank R. Good- 
ing was guilty of misconduct and favoritism in office in the matter 
of the Carey Act opening of the Emmett Bench lends. From facts 
brought out in the evidence before the Committee, it was shown 
that this Carey Act opening occurred in May, 1995. following the 
January in which Mr. Gooding asenmed office as Governor, and that 
the contract between the State and the Government for the segrega- 
tion of the Emmett Bench lands under the provisions of the Carey 
Act was entered into during the administration of Governor Frank 
W. Hunt. The contract between the State and the company, which 
was afterwards headed by ex-Governor Hunt, was entered Inte dur- 
ing the administration of former Governor Morrison, AN that was 
lett for Mr. Gooding to do, therefore, was to enforce or carry ont 
contracts that had heen previously entered into and to advertise the 
opening of the Emmett Bench lands. 

It was the understanding of Gevernor Gooding that there was 
to be a drawing for the sale of the water contracts and that the 
contracts should be disposed of to the applicants according ta the 
priority of the application as determined by this drawing. It finally 
developed that the compeny did not destre to hold a drawing and that 
ite contract with the State was worded In such form that a drawing 
could not be enforced. When this fact wat made known to Gov- 
ernor Gooding, by his Attorney General, the drawing was not in- 
sisted upon but the company did give the assurance that the sale 
of the water rights would be strictly in accordance with priority of 
application, There seems to be no reasonable dobt that the sale of 
these water contracts was not in accordance with the priority of 
application. The responsibility for this lies not with Governor Good- 
ing or the Land Board, but with the water company that sold the 
contracts. It may be argued that, even though the Land Board did 
not have authority in this particular case to enforce a drawing, it 
Still had authority to see, and was charged with the responsibility 
of seeing, that the water contracts were sold in accordance with 
priority of application. It requires but little generosity, however, 
to admit that a person has a clearer view of an event that has passed 
than he has while it is still in prospect. And, since the matter of 
the Carey Act opening was à new thing In this State at that time, and 
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since it was the first opening which this particular Land Board had 
to deal with, it can not be held against the members of the Board 
that they did mot supervise this particular opening as carefully as 
they did those which came after it. The contracts entered into 
between the State and the various companies were improved from 
time to time, and it must be stated to the credit of Mr. Gooding and 
his Land Board that this was the only opening held during his ad- 
ministration in which a drawing and priority of rights in accordance 
therewith was not insisted upon. In the very next contract which 
was made with a Carey Act company, it was especially provided that 
the priority of rights should be determined by an actual drawing, 
and this same provision has been inserted in all subsequent contracts 
of this nature. The matter of drawing was insisted upon by Gov- 
ernor Gooding until he was convinced that it could not be enforced, 
and, in general, it may be stated that he performed all his duties in 
connection with this matter to.the best of his understanding and abit- 
ity. There is no evidence whatever that this contract was in any 
way tainted with graft or corruption of any kind on the part of the 
Land Board, and the worst that can be honestly said of it is that 
Governor Gooding and the Land Board probably made a mistake due 
to unfamiliarity with such matters in not having this particular 
opening supervised and reported to them by an agent appointed by 
the Land Board for this nurpose. 

In so far as the charge relates to the acquisition of Carey Act land 
by the Secretary or the Governor or any other employe or attache 
of the State, the remarks heretofore made with reference to the same 
subject apply with equal force here and the Committee does not 
feel-called upon to pass upon any question which has to do with the 
legality of such holdings. 

The propriety of the advice given by Governor Gooding to his sec- 
retary, as admitted by him, to obtain land under the opening may 
be open to question, but as to this the Committee does not feel called 
upon to express an opinion 


BALDRIDGE. 

In conclusion your Committee feels that this Investigation was 
rendered necessary by the uncertainty which prevailed in regard to 
the matters brought under investigation, and because of the fact 
that the financial interests and national welfare of the State were so 
directly affected. Regrettable as has been any mistake or over- 
sight on the part of anyone elected and in office in this State, we yet 
feel and so represent to the people of Idaho and of the country gen- 
erally that our investigation has revealed no evidence whatever of 
criminal misconduct in the performance of official duties on the 
part of any official of the State. It is perhaps unfortunate that the 
administration of the principal business of the State should have been 
so brought into the arena of public controversy as to make it appear 
that mistakes of Judgment or lack of attention to duty, which 
matters of legitimate comment and criticism, have amounted 
criminal misconduct in office. For this reason we feel it our duty 
to publish to the people of the State and to advertise the fact as 
widely as possible that our investigations have absolutely and whol- 
ly failed ta show any graft or corruption of any kind in the ad- 
ministration of the business affairs of the State. It is our opinion 
that nothing to which our attention has been called would in any 
way justify the Investing public or those Interested in the financial 
development of the State in losing confidence in Idaho, in its un- 
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bounded resources or in the good faith and conduct of its people 
or its public officials.

For a full verification of this statement, the people of the State 
are referred to the report of the meetings and particularly to the 
report of the meeting of the full committee which was held for the 
purpose of passing upon the report of the sub-committee above 
mentioned.

Minority Report. 
To the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of 

Representatives of the State of Idaho: 

We, the minority members of the committee, appointed under the 
provisions of House Concurrent Resolution No. 2 for the purpose of 
investigating any charges against the public officials of this State, 
beg leave to submit the following minority report: 

The first charge investigated was that preferred against ex-Gov- 
ernor Frank R. Gooding and ex-Register M. I. Church In regard to 
the granting of a perpetual easement to certain lands in Kootenai 
County to the Washington Water Power Company. 

We concur in the statement of facts as set forth in the majority 
report, and we alse deem it wise that this committee do not make 
any comment upon the legality of the agreement for a perpetual 
easement entered inta by the defendants and the Washington Water 
Power Company, except that we would recommend that the Attor- 
ney General be directed to bring suit to set aside this agreement 
and to recover damages for the injury to the land by reason of the 
pverfiow, in case the Supreme Court of this State decides adversely 
to the Washington Water Power Company in 2 similar case now 
pending. 

We further recommend, in the event that the case referred to is 
decided in favor of the Washington Water Power Company, then 
a deed conveying an estate in fee simple be executed In order that 
this land may be legally taxed. 

Since no charges of graft or corruption have been made, we deem 
it unnecessary to make any comment in that regard. 

II. Mackay Dam Charges—in regard to this charge, we are unable 
to agree in full with the majority report and beg leave to submit 
the following: 
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In this case, the Brady Land Board was charged with official mis- 
conduct and neglect of duty in the matter of the construction of the 
Mackay Dam. 

The reports of J. R. Lippencott, one of the most eminent hydraulic 
engineers in the United States, who was directed to investigate the 
Mackay Dam on behalf of the citizens of Mackay, and J. FH. Quinton, 
D. G. Martin and A. J. Wiley, who made a similar investigation on 
behalf of the Land Board, prove that the plans and sperifications ac- 
cepted by the Land Board, and James Stephenson, Jr., are incom- 
plete, ndefinite, contradictory and erroneous, and that speci- 
fications relating to the formation of the dam are inappli- 
cable to the material of which this dam is composed; that the at- 
tempt to found a dam expected to retain water to a maximum depth 
of 115 feet on anything but a sure foundation is a hazardous experi- 
ment. 

G. W. Fell. Carey Act Inspector, in a report dated April 2, 1910. 
states that the concrete which Hned the upper part of the dam was 
not according ta plans and specifications, and that he included in 
the same report a profile map af the strata underneath the dam. 
This report was submitted April 20, 1910, to the Land Board by the 
State Engineer with the rerommendation that seme changes be made 
in the construction. Whereupon, the Register was directed to noti- 
iv James Stephenson, Junior, engineer for sald company, that work 
should discontinue if the plans and specifications hereto approved, 
were not complied with. - 

State Engineer Martin wrote to the Board April 27, 1910, that he 
had talked with Stephenson, who asked: That the work be al- 
lowed to proceed, as a cessation at this particular time would mean 
a great deal to the Company, etc.” The Board thereupon decided 
to allaw the work to continue. 

A short time after this, State Engineer Martin was requested by 
the citizens of Mackay to investigate the conditions of the dam. ‘This 
he declined to do upon the grounds that the plans and specifications 
had been approved by a former State Engineer, and he considered it 
improper for him to make the investigation. The citizens of Mackay 
then, acting upon his advice, obtained the services of J. B. Lippen- 
cott, who examined the dam and made a report upon the same, 
This report, at the request of Mr. Martin, was submitted to ex-Gav- 
ernor James H. Brady. Thereupon, the land Board appointed -a 
board of three enginegrs to make a further examination at this 
time, which examination resulted in the work being shut down and 
the fears of the people of Mackay being intensified. 

They requested that nu large spillway be constructed in the dam to 
carry off the flood waters of 1911, and so insure them of safety. 

Ex-Governor Brady, while in Mackay, promised to the citizens that 
this would be done if it was within his power to do so. On his re- 
turn to Boise he ascertained that no funds were available for such 
purpose but never notified the citizens of Machay to that effect, 

This is a brief statement of the facts, as submitted. 

Thereupon Judge Richards, who had been retained in the capacity 
of legal advisor to the committee, after consultation with Attorney 
General McDougal, stated that the Land Board, under the law, had 
nothing to do with the construction of the dam but that their duty 
was confined wholly to the approval of the plans and specifications 
and to the acceptance of the dam upon completion; but with this 
opinion we cannot agree from a moral or legal standpoint. 

We believe that every public official has to perform not only the 
duties provided by law but also those other duties which attach 
to the office he occupies, The average citizen calls these “moral 
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abligations” and haz a right te expect that the officiais who rep- 
reaent him will fulfill them. 

In the particular case at hand, the Brady Land Beard being a 
party to a contract with the Big Lost River Irrigation Company, 
which provided that the company should construct the dam accord- 
ing to certain plans and specifications, should have seen to it that 
the dam was so constructed. The interests of the people under 
the project, and in fact of the entire State demanded that the dam 
be built in such a manner that the lwes and property of the citizens 
of Mackay might not be endangered. We hoki that the members 
of the Brady Land Board were the officiis unon whom this duty 
properly rested. And we further find that this board did accept the 
Obligation, but failed ta perform the duties under it, 

Governor Brady, in A letter to A. L. Fowler of Mackav, Idaho, 
dated July 28, 1910, states: But the board finds that it is held en- 
tirely responsible to the people of southern Idaho, and your imme- 
Giate section for the faithful performance of their auty under the 
path of office taken when they were elected; that they were further 
responsible for the faithful performance af this particular contract; 
for the action of the representatives of the State in the Engineer's 
department, and in fact, for each and every circumstance incident 
to the construction of the irrigation works of the Big Lost Rivor 
Company. In other words, when the works are completed, and 
they are found to be in good shape, the Land Board should receive 
due credit for enfercing the perfarmance of the States contract 
Iz this contract ix broken, the Land Board will receive blame in the 
same degree.” 

And, further, in a letter dated September 29, 1916, to George H. 
Gagon, who was appointed inspector, ex- Governor Brady stated: 
“Qo that you ma understand what this position ia created for, I 
wish to sav that it is done for the reason that the duties of the Board 
are 80 great that we feel that it is beat to have a competent and 
trustworthy man in charge of this particular segregation, and we 
will have to depend upon you to look up the information and lay 
the matter before the Board in & manner so that we can act 
promptly and intelligentle in all matters that may come before us.” 

In addition to these written admissions of the Land Board that 
they were bound by certain obligations other than those imposed be 
the law, their official actz lead us to the same conclusion. 

The evidence shows that during April. 1910, the Board threat- 
ened ta suspend operations upon the Mackay dam unless it was 
properly constructed, and that finally, after the receipt of the Lip- 
pincott and Land Roard Committee report, they did actually dis- 
continue this construction werk. Also the fact that they employed 
Carer Act inspectora to keep the Board informed of the canstruction 
work, indicates that this was their duty. 

In conclusion, we conclude therefore, that the charges as herein 
stated, are sustained, and that the defendants are guilty of careless- 
neas and neglect of duty. 


Tik—Chamberinin-Scott Charges. 
In this case we again concur in the majority report that there was 
no evidence submitted and the charges were not sustained. 


IV.—Fremont County Land Leases. 

In this case we do not agree with the majority report. 

We find from the evidence which war submitted to us that in De- 
cember, 1904, the Fremont Grazing Azeociation, comprising Smart 
and Webster. Hunt Brothers. Garn & Sona, Austin Rrothers, L. C. 
Rice, Huskison Brothers, Adkingon Brothers, Johnston -Severseon 
Company and Laird & Sons, leased certain achool lands in Fremont 
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‘County for grazing purposes; that in May 13, 1909, J. W. Webster 
appeared before the Land Borrd and the following resolution was 
made by the Land Board on page 300 of the records of the Land 
Board, which is as follows: 

“hoise, Idaho, May 18, 1908-—The State Board of Land Commis- 
sianers of the State of Idaho met this day pursuant to the call of the 
President. Present: J. H. Brady, Governor and President, R. Landon, 
Seeretary af State, D. CL McDougall, Attorney General, S. Belle Cham- 
hertain, Superintendent af Public Instruction, M. I. Church, Register, 
Whereupen the following proceedings were had, to-wit: (Among 
other things}. Mr. J. W. Webster appeared before the Board in de- 
half of the Fremont Grazing Associntion and requested that all the 
lands now Ieased by Said Association be released at the expiration of 
their leases, December 31. 1905, at $,075 per acre, for a period of 
five yenura, and it wax ordered that the request he complied with and 
that the new leases be issued at the expiration of the old. Where- 
upon, the Board ordered that the lands included in the Johnston- 
Severson leases be included in the above order.” 

And the minutes of this meeting were approved at the next sub- 
sequent meeting. Several members of he Land Beard, however, stated 
that the foregoing resolution did not express their understanding of 
this matter. It appears also that several applications were made for 
portions of this land prior to December 31, 1909; that these several 
applications were returned to the applicants with the statement that 
this land was subject to renewal by the farmer lessees, who Should 
notify the Register of their desire to renew within thirty days next pre- 
ceding the expiration of the yease, 

Section 1877 of the Revised Codes of Idaho provides that: 

“When two or more persons apply to lease the same land, then, 
in such cases, the Register shall, at a stated time, at his office in the 
Capital Ruilding. auction off and Tease sald land to the applicant who 
will pay the highest annual rental therefor.” 

We find that, under the provisions of this section, the action af 
the Board In refusing to consider these other applications was il- 
legal, and contrary to the interests of the applicants and of the 
State School Fund, 

It appears from the teetimany of Mr. Day that no applications 
were kept on file providing they were Aled a very great length of 
time prior to the date set by law for granting them. The reason they 
gave is there was no place in the Land Office to Ale such papers. 
It appears to us that, if due diligence had been exercised, a suitable 
place for filing such documents could have been provided. 

The evidence shows that, in case two or more applications for the 
game land were made, it would be suggested to the applicants that 
they arbitrate or decide Among themselves as ta who roula have 
the land. Such r ruling is against public policy fer the resson that 
it eliminated competition and because it would permit unfaithful of- 
ficials (if they saw fit) to discriminate between applicants. 

In conclusion, we would state that we consider the action of the 
Tand Board, as shown by the minutes of the Board, in practically 
agreeing to renew certain of these Fremont County leases several 
months before the time set by lew for granting such renewals, to be 
highly Improper, And, from the fact that the favored partias were 
or the same poltical belief as the members of the Land Board, we 
conclude that this agreement was entered Into at that time for po- 


litical purposes. 
Vo—-Emmett Bench Project, 


The evidence shows that a contract had been made between the 
Canyon Canal Campany and the State Land Board providing for the 
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sale of the water rights according to priority of application. At the 
request of the Canyon Canal Company, the Land Board advertised 
that the opening under this project would be held May 1, 1905. On 
the day before the opening the Governor called a meeting of the 
Land Board for the purpose of compelling the Canyon Canal Com- 
pany to dispose of these water rights through a drawing by lot. 
Attorney General J. J. Guheen, after having consulted with SamuéT 
H. Hays in regard to the matter of opening, told ex-Governor Good- 
ing that the Land Board could not compel the Canyon Canal Com- 
pany to dispose of these lands by lot. 

Ex-Governor Gooding testified that the Attorney General advised 
him that the Land Board could not even supervise this opening, 
But ex-Attorney General Guheen on the other hand testified that the 
question of supervision was never considered by the Land Board, 
It appears that the Land Board did not supervise the opening either 
by any member in person or by a representative, and that the open- 
ing was held in the city of Boise only a short distance fram the 
Capitol Building. 

The evidence proves conclusively that the water contracts under 
this project were not granted according to priority of application. 
Several men waited in line all night in order to be first when the 
office opened with their applications, but the first four were told 
that there were no water rights for them. The eleventh applicant 
was told to come in the afternoon, and that his application would 
be accepted, which was done. 

The retords of the Land Office show that among the first fort 
applications received are those of the Governor's secretary and stats 
officials and attaches, many of whom were not in the line at th 
opening. 

Attorney General Guheen and ex-Governor Frank R. Gooding tes- 
tified that it was the duty of the State Land Board to enforce the 
conditions of the contract entered into by a former Land Board and 
the Canyon Canal Company, which guaranteed that applications for 
water rights would be granted according to priority. 

The Land Board had knowledge of the fact that the opening was 
not conducted according to the terms of the contract but made no 
attempt to right the wrong thus committed. 

Therefore, we find that ex-Governor Frank R. Gooding failed to 
perform the duties of his office and to earry out the obligations 
attaching to the office of Governor of the State of Idaho. 

This ends our report of the investigation of certain of the charges 
which have been preferred. Owing to the press of duties as legis- 
lators, we were unable to consider some of them. 

To the outside investor, we state that we are certain that he can 
safely invest in Carey Act projects and rest assnred that he will 
receive due consideration at the hands of the Land Board. To the 
present public officials of this State and those yet to come, we 
advise that they be absolutely certain that all of their official 
acts are clearly legal, and that they realize that their moral as weil 
as legal obligations demand of them a conscientious regard for all 
the duties which attach to their particular offices. 

To the people, we counsel that they have faith in and respect 
for their public servants until it is clearly proven that they are 


unworthy of this confidence.
